7 Wo unto the world because of 
offences ! for it must needs be that 
offences come; but wo to that man 
by whom the offence cometh ! 

8 Wherefore, if thy hand or thy 
foot offend thee, cut them off, and 
cast them from thee: it is better for 
thee to enter into life halt or maimed, 
rather than, having two hands or two 
feet, to be cast into everlasting fire. 


9 And if thine eye offend thee, — 


pluck it out, and cast zt from thee: 
it is. better for thee to enter into life 
with one eye, rather than, having two 
eyes, to be cast into hell-fire. 

10 Take heed that ye despise not 
one of these little ones; for I say un- 
to you, That in heaven their angels 
do always behold the face of my Fa- 
ther which is in heaven. 

11 For the Son of man is come to 
save that which was lost.

36 Master, which zs the great 
mandment in the law? 

37 Jesus said unto him, Thou shalt 
love the Lord thy God with all thy 
heart, and with all thy soul, and with 
all thy mind.

43 He saith unto them;_How then 
doth David in spirit call him Lord, 
saying,

45 If David then call him Lord, 
how is he his son ? 

46 And no man was able to answer 
him a word, neither durst any man

HEN spake Jesus.to the multi-

7 And greetings in the markets, 
and to be called of men, Rabbi, Rabbi. 

8 But be not ye called Rabbi; for 
one is your Master, even Christ ;-and 
all ye are brethren. 

9 And call no man your father up- 
on the earth; for one is your Father, 
which is in heaven. ; 

10 Neither be ye called masters; 
for one is your Master, even Christ. 

11 But he that is greatest among 
you, shall be your servant. 

30 
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12 And whosoever shall exalt him- 
self, shall be abased; and he that shall 
humble himself, shall be exalted. 

13 § But wo unto you, scribes and 
Pharisees, “hypocrites! for ye shut 
up the kingdom of heaven against 
men: for ye neither go in yourselves, 
neither suffer ye them that are enter- 
ing to go in. ee 

14 Wo unto you, seribes and Phar- 
isees, hypocrites ! for ‘ye devour wid-’ 
ows’ houses, and for a pretence make 
long prayers: therefore ye shall re- 
ceive the greater damnation. _ 

15 Wo unto you, scribes and Phar- 
isees, hypocrites! for ye com 
and land to make one prosely 
when he is made, ye make him two- | 
fold more the child of hell than your- 
selves. : 


16 Wo unto you, ye blind guides! 
which say, Whosoever shall swear by 
the temple, it is nothing; but who- 
soever shall swear by the gold of the 
temple, he is a debtor! — 

17 Ye fools, and blind! for whether 
is greater, the gold, or the temple 
that sanctifieth the gold? 

18 And, Whosoever shall swear 
by the altar, it is nothing; but who- 
Soever sweareth by.the gift that is 
upon it, he is guilty. B 

19 Ye fools, and blind ! for whether 
as greater, the. gift, or the altar that 
sanctifieth the gift ? Wa 

20 Whoso therefore shall swear by 
the altar, sweareth by it, and by all 
things thereon. 

21 And whoso shall swear by the 
temple, sweareth by it, and by him 
that dwelleth therein. 

22 And he that shall swear by 
heaven, sweareth by the throne of 
God, and by him that sitteth there- 
on. 

23 Wo unto you, scribes and Phar- 
isees, hypocrites! for ye pay tithe of 
mint and anise and cummin, and have 
omitted the weightier matters of the 
law, judgment, mercy, and faith: 
these ought ye to have done, and not 
to leave the other undone. 

24 Ye blind guides, which strain 
at a gnat, and swallow acamel. > 

25 Wo unto you, scribes and Phar- 
isees, hypocrites! for ye make clean

persecute them from city to city: 
35 That upon you may come all the 
righteous blood shed upon the earth, 
from the blood of righteous Abel, 
unto the blood of Zechariah son of 
Barachiah, whom ye slew between 
the temple and the altar. 

36 Verily I say unto you, All these 
things shall come upon this genera- 
tion.

CHAP. XXIV.

ee Jesus went out, and aceiea 
from the temple: and his disei- 
ples came to him for to show him the 
buildings of the temple. 

2 And Jesus said unto them, See 
ye not all these things? verily I say 
unto you, There shall not be left here 
one stone upon another, that shall not 
be thrown down.

7 Then after that saith he to his 
disciples, Let us go into Judea again. 

8 His disciples say unto him, Mas- 
ter, the Jews of late sought to stone 
thee ; and goest thou thither again ¢ 

9 Jesus answered, Are there not 
twelve hours in the day? If any man 
walk in the day, he stumbleth not, 
because he seeth the light of this

10 But if a man walk in the night, 
he stumbleth, because there is no 
light in him. ;

15 4 So when they had dined, Je- 
sus saith to Simon Peter, Simon, son 
of Jonas, lovest thou me more than 
these? He saith unto him, Yea, 
Lord; thou knowest that I love thee. 
He saith unto him, Feed my lambs. 

16 He saith to him again the sec- 
ond time, Simon, son of Jonas, lovest 
- thoume? He saith unto him,'Yea, 
Lord; thou knowest that I leve thee. 
He saith unte him, Feed my sheep. 

17 He saith unto him the third 
time, Simon, son of Jonas, lovest thou 
‘me? Peter was grieved because he 
said unto him the third time, Lovest 
thou me? And he said unto him, 
Lord, thou knowest all things; thou

knowest that I love thee. 
unto him, Feed my sheep. 

18 Verily, verily, I say unto thee, 
When thou wast young, thou gird- 
edst thyself, and walkedst whither 
thou wouldest : but when thou shalt 
be old, thou shalt stretch forth thy 
hands, and another shall gird thee, 
and carry thee whither thou wouldest 
not. 

19 This spake he, signifying by 
what death he should glorify God.

20 Then Peter, turning about, seeth 
the disciple whom Jesus loved, fol- 
lowing; which also leaned on his 
breast. at supper, and said, Lord, 
which is he that betrayeth thee ? 

21 Peter seeing him saith to Jesus, 
Lord, and what shail this man do? 

22 Jesus saith unto him, If I will 
that he-tarry till I come, what is that 
to thee? Follow thou me. 

“23 Then went this saying abroad 
among the brethren, that that disci- 
ple should not die: yet Jesus said 
not unto him, He shall not die; but, 
If I will that he tarry till I come, 
what zs that to thee ? 

24 This is the disciple which testi- 
fieth of these things, and wrote these 
things: and we know that his tes- 
timony is true. . 

25 And there are also many other 
things which Jesus did, the which, if 
they should be written every one, | 
suppose that even the world itself 
could not contain the books that 
should be written.

16 And his name, through faith in 
his name, hath made this man strong, 
whom ye see and know: yea, the 
faith which is by him hath given him 
this perfect soundness in the presence 
of you all. 

17 And now, brethren, I wot that 
through ignorance ye did it, as did 
also your rulers. 

18 But those things, which God 
before had showed by the mouth of 
all his prophets, that Christ should | 
suffer, he hath so fulfilled. 

19 4] Repent ye therefore, and be 
converted, that your sins may- be 
blotted out, when the times of re- 
freshing shall come from the presence 
of the Lord; 

20 And he shall send Jesus Christ, 
which before was preached unto 
you:

24 Now when the high priest and 
the captain of the temple and the 
chief priests heard these things, they 
doubted of them whereunto this 
would grow. 

25 Then came one and told them, 
saying, Behold, the men whom ye put 
in prison are standing in the temple, 
and teaching the people. 

26 Then went the captain with the 
officers, and brought them without 
violence ; for they feared the people, 
lest they should have been’ stoned. 

27 And when they had brought 
them, they set them before the coun- 
cil: and the high priest asked them, 

28 Saying, Did not we straitly com- 
mand you that ye should not teach in 
this name? and behold, ye have filled 
Jerusalem with your doctrine, and in- 
tend tobring this man’s blood upon us. 

29 J Then Peter and the other 
apostles answered and said, We ought 
to obey God rather than men. 

30 The God of our fathers raised 
up Jesus, whom ye slew and hanged 
on a tree. 

31 Him hath God exalted with his 
right hand to be a Prince and a Sa- 
viour, for to give repentance to Is- 
rael, and forgiveness of sins. 

32 And we are his witnesses of 
these things; and so ts also the Holy _ 
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Gamaliel’s counsel prevaileth. 


33 §| When they heard that, they 
were cut to the heart, and took coun- 
sel to slay them. 

34 Then stood there up one in the 
council, a Pharisee, named Gamaliel, 
a doctor of the law, had in reputation 
among ail the people, and command- 
ed to put the apostles forth a little 
space ; 

35 And said unto them, Ye men 
of Israel, take heed to yourselves 
what ye intend to do as touching 
these men. 

36 For before these days rose up 
Theudas, boasting himself to be some- 
body; to whom_a number of men, 
about four hundred, joined them- 
selves: who was slain; and all, as 
many as obeyed him, were scattered, 
and brought to nought. 

37 After this man rose up Judas 
of Galilee, in the days of the taxing, 
and drew away much people after 
him: he also perished ; and_all, even 
as many as obeyed him, were dis- 
persed. 

38 And now I say unto you, Re- 
frain from these men, and let them 
alone ; for if this counsel or this work 
be of men, it will come to nought: 

39 But if it be of God, ye cannot 
overthrow it; lest haply ye be found 
even to fight against God. 

40 And to him they agreed: and 
when they had called the apostles, 
and beaten them, they commanded 
that they should not speak in the 
name of Jesus, and let them go. 

41 9] And they departed from the 
presence of the council, rejoicing that 
they were counted worthy to suffer 
shame for his name. 

42 And daily in the temple, and in 
every house, they ceased not to teach 
and preach Jesus Christ. 


CHAP. VI. 


Seven deacons appointed. Stephen’s arrest. 


As D in those days, when the num- 
ber of the disciples was multi- 
plied, there arose a murmuring of the 
Grecians against the Hebrews, be- 
cause their widows were neglected 
in the daily ministration.

7 And the nation to whom they 
shall be in bondage will I judge, said 
God: and after that shall they come

81 When Moses saw 7, he won- 
dered at the sight: and as he drew 
near to behold zt, the voice of the 
Lord came unto him, 

82 Saying, | am the God of thy fa- 
thers, the God of Abraham, and the 
God of Isaac, and-the God of Jacob. 
Then Moses trembled, and durst not 
behold. 

33 Then said the Lord to him, Put 
off thy shoes from thy feet: for the 
place where thou standest is. holy 
ground. 

34 I have seen, I have seen the 
affliction of my people which is in 
Egypt, and I have heard their groan- 
ing, and am come down to deliver 
them.

14 But Peter said, Not so, Lord; 
for I have never eaten any thing that 
is common or unclean. 

15 And the voice spake unto him 
again the second time, What God 
hath cleansed, that call not thou 
common. 

16 This was done thrice: and the 
vessel was received up again into 
heaven. 4 

17 Now while Peter doubted in 
himself what this vision which he 
had seen should mean, behold, the 
men which were sent from Cornelius 
had made inquiry for Simon’s house, 
and stood before the gate, 

i8 And called, and asked whether 
Simon, which was surnamed Peter, 
were lodged there. 

19 4 While Peter thought on the 
vision, the Spirit said unto him, Be- 
hold, three men seek thee. 

20. Arise, therefore, and get thee 
down, and go with them, doubting 
nothing: for I have sent them. 

21 Then Peter went down to the 
men which were sent unto him from 
Cornelius ; and said, Behold, I am 
he whom ye seek: what is th 
wherefore ye are come?

28 And he said unto them, Ye 
know how that it is an unlawful 
thing for a man that is a Jew to 
keep company, or come unto one 
of another nation; but God hath 
showed me that I should not call 
any man common or unclean. - 

29 Therefore came I unto you 
without gainsaying, as soon as I 
was sent for: I ask therefore for 
what intent ye have sent for me? 

30 And Cornelius said, Four days 
ago I was fasting until this hour; 
- and at the ninth hour I prayed in

5 And when they were at Sala- 
mis, they preached the word of God 
in the synagogues of the Jews: and 
they had also John to thet minister. 

6 And when they had gone through 
the isle unto Paphos, they found a 
certain sorcerer, a false prophet, a 
Jew, whose name was Bar-jesus : 

7 Which was with the deputy of 
the country, Sergius Paulus, a pru- 
dent man; who called for Barnabas 
and Saul, and desired to hear the 
word of God. a 

8 But Elymas the sorcerer (for so 
is his name by interpretation) with- 

- stood them, seeking to turn away the 
deputy from the faith. ¢ 
9 Then Saul, (who also ts called 
Paul,) filled with the Holy Ghost, 
_ set his.eyes on him, a

10 And said, O full of all subtilty 
and all mischief, thou child wf the 
devil, thou enemy of all righteousness, 
wilt thou not cease to pervert the 
righfeways of the Lord? 

11 And now, behold, the hand of 
the Lord is upon thee, and thou shalt 
be. blind, not seeing the sun for a 
season. And immediately there fell 
on him a mist and a darkness; and 
he went about seeking some to lead 
him by the hand. 

12 Then the deputy, when he saw 
what was done, believed, being as- 


tonished at the doctrine of the Lord. -

pany loosed from Paphos, they came 
to Perga in Pamphylia: and. John 
departing from them returned to Je- 
rusalem. 

14 “| But when they departed 
from Perga, they came to Antioch 
in Pisidia, and went into the syna- 
gogue on the sabbath day, and sat 
down.

30 “| So when they were dismissed, 
they came to Antioch: and when 
they had gathered the multitude to- 
gether, they delivered the epistle:

32 And Judas and Silas, being 
prophets also themselves,’ exhorted 
the brethren with many words, and 
confirmed them. 

33 And after they had tarried there 
a space, they were let go in peace 
from the brethren unto the apostles. 

. 84 Notwithstanding, it pleased Si- 
las to abide there still. . 

35 Paul also and Barnabas con- 
tinued in Antioch, teaching and 
preaching the word of the Lord, with 
many others also. 

36 { And some days after, Paul

31 And certain of the chief of 
Asia, which were his friends, sent 
unto him, desiring him that he would 
not adventure himself into the theatre.

CHAP. XXV. 
Paul accused before Festus. 


OW when Festus was come into 

the province, after three days 

he ascended from Cesarea to Jerusa- 
lem. 

2 Then the high priest and the 
chief of the Jews informed him a- 
gainst Paul, and besought him, 

3 And desired favor against him, 
that he would send for him to Jeru- 
salem, laying wait in the way to kill 
him. 

4 But Festus answered, that Paul 
should be kept at Cesarea, and that he 
himself would depart shortly thither. 

5 Let them therefore, said he, 
which among you are able, go down 
with me, and accuse this man, if 
there be any wickedness in him. 

6 And when he had tarried among 
them more than ten days, he went 
down unto Cesarea; and the next 
day, sitting on the judgment seat, 
commanded Paul to be brought. 

7 And when he was come, the 
Jews which came down from Jeru- 
salem stood round about, and laid 
many and grievous complaints a- 
gainst Paul, which they could not 
prove. ; 

8 While he answered for himself, 
Neither against the law of the Jews, 
neither against the temple, nor yet 
against Cesar, have I offended any 
thing at all. 

9 But Festus, willing to do the 
Jews a pleasure, answered Paul, and 
said, Wilt thou go up to Jerusalem, 
and there be judged of these things 
before me? 

10 Then said Paul, I stand at Ce- 
sar’s judgment seat, where I ought 
to be judged: to the Jews have I 

done no wrong, as thou very well 
 knowest.

Agrippa and Bernice came unto Ce- 
sarea to salute Festus. 

14 And when they had been there 
many days, Festus declared Paul’s 
cause unto the king, saying, There 
is a certain man left in bonds by 
Felix: 

15 About whom, when I was at 
Jerusalem, the chief priests and the 
elders of the Jews informed me, 
desiring to have judgment against 
him. 

16 To whom I answered, It is not 
the manner of the Rumans to deliver 
any man to die, before that he which 
is accused have the accusers face to 
face, and have license to answer for 
himself concerning the crime laid 
against him. 

17 Therefore, when they were come 
hither, without any delay on the mor- 
row I sat on the judgment seat, and 
commanded the man to be brought 
forth. 

18 Against whom, when the accu- 
sers stood up, they brought none ac- 
cusation of such things as I suppos- 
ex: 

19 But had certain questions a- 
gainst him of their own superstition, 
and of one Jesus, which was dead, 
whom Paul affirmed to be alive. 

20 And because I doubted of such 
manner of questions, I asked him 
whether he would go to Jerusalem, 
and there be judged of these mat- 
ters. 


21 But when Paul had appealed to — 


be reserved unto the hearing of Au- 
gustus, I commanded him to be kept 
till I might send him to Cesar. 

22 Then Agrippa said unto Festus, 
I would also hear the man myself. 
To morrow, said he, thou shalt hear 
him. 

23 And on the morrow, when A- 
grippa was come, and Bernice, with 
great pomp, and was entered into the 
place of hearing, with the chief cap- 
tains, and principal men of the city, 


at Festus’ commandment Paul was 


brought forth. : aay 
24 And Festus said, King Agrippa, 
and all men which are here present 


with us, ye see this man, about whom _ 
all the multitude of the Jews have _ 
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Paul declareth his manner of life 


dealt with me, both at Jerusalem, 
and also here, crying that he ought 
not to live any longer. 

25 But when I found that he had 
committed nothing worthy of death, 
and that he himself hath appealed to 
Augustus, I have determined to send 
him. 

26 Of whom I have no certain 
thing to write unto my lord. _Where- 
fore lL have brought him forth before 
you, and specially before thee, O 
king Agrippa, that, after examina- 
tion had, | might have somewhat to 
write. 

27 For it seemeth to me unreason- 
able to send a prisoner, and not with- 
al to signify the crimes laid against 
him. 


CHAP. XXVI. 
Paul’s defence before Agrippa. 
Ae Agrippa said unto Paul, 
Thou art permitted to speak for 
thyself. Then Paul stretched forth 
the hand, and answered for himself: 

2 1 think myself happy, king A- 
grippa, because I shall answer for 
myself this day before thee, touching 
all the things whereof I am accused 
of the Jews: 

3 Especially,because I know thee to 
be expert in all customs and ques- 
tions which are among the Jews: 
wherefore I beseech thee to hear me 
patiently. 

4 My manner of life from my 
youth, which was at the first among 
mine own nation at Jerusalem, know 
all the Jews ; 

5 Which knew me from the begin- 
ning, if they would testify, that after 
the most straitest sect of our religion 
I lived a Pharisee. 


8 Why should it be tho 
thing incredible with you, that God 


should raise the dead? 
9 I verily thought with myself, 
at I ought to do many things con- 
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and call to the apostleship. 


trary to the name of Jesus of Naza- 
reth. 

10 Which thing I also did in Jeru- 
salem: and many of the saints did I 
shut up in prison, having received 
authority from the chief priests ; and 
when they were put to death, I gave 
my voice against them. 

11 And I punished them oft in 
every synagogue, and compelled them 
to blaspheme ; and being exceedingly 
mad against them, I persecuted them. 
even unto strange cities. 

12 Whereupon as I went to Da- 
mascus, with authority and commis- 
sion from the chief priests, 

13 At midday, O king, I saw in the 
way a light from heaven, above the 
brightness of the sun, shining round 
about me and them which journeyed 
with me. 

14 And when we were all fallen 
to the earth, 1 heard a voice speaking 
unto me, and saying in the Hebrew 
tongue, Saul, Saul, why persecutest 
thou me? tz zs hard for thee to kick 
against the pricks. 

15 And I: said, Who art thou, 
Lord? And he said, I am Jesus — 
whom. thou persecutest: 

16 But rise, and stand upon thy 
feet: for I have appeared unto thee 
for this purpose, to make thee a min- 
ister and a witness both of these 
things which thou hast seen, and of 
those things in the which I will ap- 
pear unto thee ; 

17 Delivering thee from the peo- 
ple, and from the gentiles, unto whom 
now I send thee, 

18 To open their eyes, and to turn 
them from darkness to light, and 
from the power of Satan unto God, — 
that they may receive forgiveness of’ 
sins, and inheritance among them 
which are sanctified by faith that is 
in me. 2. 

19 Whereupon, O king Agrippa, 1 
was not disobedient unto the heav- 
enly vision : Me 

20 But showed first unto them of 
Damascus, and at Jerusalem, and 
throughout all the coasts of Judea, 
-and then to the gentiles, that 

should repent and turn to God 
| do works meet for repentan 
21 For these caus 
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caught me in the temple, and went 
about to kill me. 

22 Having therefore obtained help 
of God, I continue unto this day, 
witnessing both to small and great, 
saying none other things than those 
which the prophets and Moses did 
say should come: 

28 That Christ should suffer, and 
that he should be the first that should 
rise from the dead, and should show 
light unto the people, and to the gen- 
tiles. 

24 And as he thus spake for him- 
self, Festus said with a loud voice, 
Paul, thou art beside thyself; much 
learning doth make thee mad. 

25 But he said, I am not mad, 
most noble Festus; but speak forth 
the words of truth and soberness. 

26 For the king knoweth of these 
things, before whom also I speak 
freely: for I am persuaded that none 
of these things are hidden from him; 
for this thing was not done in a cor- 
ner. 

27 King Agrippa, believest thou 
the prophets? I know that thou be- 
lievest. 

28 Then Agrippa said unto Paul, 
Almost thou persuadest me to bea 
Christian. Serb 

29 And Paul said, | would to God, 

that not only thou, but also all that 
hear me this day, were both almost, 
and altogether such as I am, except 
these bonds. 
80 And when he had thus spoken, 
the king rose up, and the governor, 
and Bernice, and they that sat with 
them: 


$1 And when they were gone a- 


side, they talked between themselves, 


saying, This man doeth nothing wor- 


thy of death or of bonds. 


32 Then said Agrippa unto Fes- 
tus, This man might have been set at 


liberty, if he had not appealed unto 


Cesar. — 
CHAP. XX‘VIL 
Paul's tempestuous voyage and shipwreck. 
ND when it was determined that 


delivered Paul and certain other 


XXVII. 


2 And entering into a ship of A- 
dramyttium, we launched, meaning 
to sail by the coasts of Asia; one 
Aristarchus, a Macedonian of Thes- 
salonica, being with us. 

3 And the next day we touched at 
Sidon. And Julius courteously en- 
treated Paul, and gave him liberty to 
go unto his friends to refresh himself. 

4 And when we had launched 
from thence, we sailed under Cyprus, 
because the winds were contrary. 

5 And when we had sailed over 
the sea of Cilicia and Pamphylia, we 
came to Myra, a city of Lycia. 

6 And there the centurion found a 
ship of Alexandria sailing into Italy ; 
and he put us therein. 

7 And when we had sailed slowly 
many days, and scarce were come 
over against Cnidus, the wind not 
suffering us, we sailed under Crete, 
over against Salmone ; 

8 And, hardly passing it, came un- 
toa place which is called The Fair 


Paul foretelleth a shipwreck, 


| Havens; nigh whereunto was the 


city of Lasea. 

9 Now when much time was spent, 
and when sailing was now danger- 
ous, because the fast was now al- 
ready past, Paul admonished them, 

10 And said unto them, Sirs, I per- 
ceive that this voyage will be with 
hurt and much damage, not only of 
the lading and ship, but also of our 
lives. 

11 Nevertheless, the centurion be- 
lieved the master and the owner of 
the ship, more than those things 
which were spoken by Paul. 

12 And because the haven was not 
commodious to winter in, the more 
part advised to depart thence also, if 
by any means they might attain to 
Phenice, and there to winter; which 
is a haven of Crete, and lieth toward 
the southwest and northwest. 

13 And when the south wind blew 
softly, supposing that they had. ob- 


tained their purpose, loosing thence, 


they sailed close by Crete. 

14 But not long after there arose 
against it a tempestuous wind, called 
Euroclydon. 


15 And when the ship was caught, 
and could not bear up into the wind, — 


we let her drive. 
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16 And running under a certain 
island which is called Clauda, we 
had much work to come by the boat: 

17 Which when they had taken 
up, they used helps, undergirding the 
ship; and, fearing lest they should 
fall into the quicksands, struck sail, 
and so were driven. 

18 And we being exceedingly toss- 
ed with a tempest, the next day they 
lightened the ship; 

19 And the third day we cast out 
with our own hands the tackling of 
the ship. 

20 And when neither sun nor stars 
in many days appeared, and no small 
tempest lay on us, all hope that we 
should be saved was then taken 
away. 

21 But after long abstinence, Paul 
stood forth in the midst of them, and 
said, Sirs, ye should have hearkened 
unto me, and not have loosed from 
Crete, and to have gained this harm 
and loss. 

- 22 And now I exhort you to be of 

good cheer ; for there shall be no loss 
of any man’s life among you, but of 
the ship. 

23 For there stood by me this 
night the angel of God, whose I am, 
and whom I serve, 

24 Saying, Fear not, Paul; thou 
must be brought before Cesar: and, 
lo, God hath given thee all them that 
sail with thee. 

25 Wherefore, sirs, be of good 
cheer: for I believe God, that ~it 
shall be even as it was told me. 

26 Howbeit, we must be cast upon 
a certain island. 

27 But when the fourteenth night 
was come, as we were driven up and 
down in Adria, about midnight the 
shipmen deemed that they drew near 
to some country; . 

28 And sounded, and found i¢ 
twenty fathoms: and when they had 
gone a little further, they sounded 
again, and found it fifteen fathoms. 

29 Then fearing lest we should 
have fallen upon rocks, they cast 
four anchors out of the stern, and 


wished for the day. 


30 And as the shipmen were a- 
bout to flee out of the ship, when 
they had let down the boat into the 
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| pose ; 
| which could swim should

sea, under color as though they 
would have cast anchors out of the 
foreship, 

31 Paul said to the centurion and 
to the soldiers, Except these abide in 
the ship, ye cannot be saved. 

$2 Then the soldiers cut off the 
ropes of the boat, and let her fall off. 

33 And while the day was coming 
on, Paul besought them all to’ take 
meat, saying, This day’is the four- 
teenth day that ye have tarried and 
continued fasting, having taken noth- 
ing. 

34 Wherefore I pray you to take 
some meat ; for this is for your health: 
for there shall not a hair fall from 
the head of any of you. 

35 And when he had thus spoken, 
he took bread, and gave thanks to 
God in. presence of them all: and 
when he had broken zt, he began to 
eat. 

36 Then were they all of good 
cheer, and they also took some meat. 

37 And we were in all in the ship 
two hundred threescore and sixteen 
souls. 

38 And when they had eaten 
enough, they lightened the ship, and 
cast out the wheat into the sea. 

39 And when it was day, they 
knew not the land: but they discov- 
ered a certain creek with a shore, 
into the which they were minded, if 


it were possible, to thrust in the ship. 


40 And when they had taken up 
the anchors, they committed them- 
selves unto the sea, and loosed the 
rudder bands, and hoisted up the 
mainsail to the wind, and made to- | 
ward shore. \, Se 

41 And falling into a place where — 
two seas met, they ran the ship a- 
ground; and the forepart stuek fast, 
and remained unmoveable, but the 
hinder part was broken with the vio- 
lence of the waves. . ee 

42 And the soldiers’ counsel was 
to kill the prisoners, lest any of them 
should swim out, and escape. pes 

43 But the centurion, willing to 
save Paul, kept them from their pur-

44 And the rest, some on boards, 
and some on broken pteces of the 
ship. And so it came to pass, that 
they escaped all safe to land. 


CHAP. XXVIII. 
Paul’s arrival at Rome. 


HERD when they were escaped, 
then they knew that the island 
was called Melita. 

2 And the barbarous people show- 
ed us no little kindness; for they 
kindled a fire, and received us every 
one, because of the present rain, and 
because of the cold. ‘a 

3 And when Paul had gathered a 
bundle of sticks, and laid them on 
the fire, there came a viper out of 
the heat, and fastened on his hand. 

4 And when the barbarians saw 
the venomous beast hang on: his hand, 
they said among themselves, No 
doubt this man is a murderer, whom, 
though he hath escaped the sea, yet 
vengeance suffereth not to live. 

5 And he shook off the beast into 
the fire, and felt no harm. 2 

6 Howbeit, they looked when he 
should have swollen, or fallen down 
dead suddenly: but after they had 
looked a great while, and saw no, 
harm come to him, they changed 
their minds, and said that he was a 
god. 

7 In the same quarters were pos- 
sessions of the chief man of the isl- 
and, whose name was Publius; who: 
received us, and lodged us three 
» days courteously. 

8 And it came to pass, that the 
father of Publius lay sick of a fever 
and of a bloody flux: to whom Paul 
entered in, and prayed, and laid his 
_ hands on him, and healed him. 
~ 9 So when this was done, others 
also, which had diseases in the isl- 
and, came, and were healed: 

10 Who also honored us with many 


ae honors; and when we departed, they 


— laded us with such things as were 
_ necessary. 


11 Y And after three months we de- 
parted in a ship of Alexandria, which 
had wintered in the isle, whose sign 
ow and Pollux. 
12 And landing at Syracuse, we 
mie, wl oe 


| ing till evening. 
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13 And from thence we fetched a 
compass, and came to Rhegium: and 
after one day the south wind blew, 
and we came the next day to Puteoli: 

14 Where we found brethren, and 
were desired to tarry with them seven 
days: and so we went toward Rome. 

15 And from thence, when the 
brethren heard of us, they came to 
meet us as far as Appii-forum, and 
The Three Taverns: whom when 
Paul saw, he thanked God, and took 
courage. 

16 4{ And when we came to Rome, 
the centurion delivered the prisoners — 
to the captain of the guard: but Paul 
was suffered to dwell by himself 
with a soldier that kept him. 

17 And it came to pass, that after 
three days Paul called the chief of 
the Jews together: and when they 
were come together, he said unto 
them, Men and brethren, though | 
have committed nothing against the 
people, or customs of our fathers, 
yet was I delivered prisoner from 
Jerusalem into the hands of the Ro- 
mans. z 
18 Who, when they had examined 
me, would have let me go, because 
there was no cause of death in me. 

19’But when the Jews spake a- 
gainst it, I was constrained to appeal — 
unto Cesar; not that I had aught to 
accuse my nation of. 

20 For this cause therefore have I 
called for you, to see you, and to. 
speak with you: because that for the 
hope of Israel Iam bound with this 
chain. 

21 And they said unto him, We 
neither received letters out of Judea 
concerning thee, neither any of the 
brethren that came showed or spaly 
any harm of thee. ae 

22 But we desire to hear of thee 
what thou thinkest ; for as concerning 
this sect, we know that every where 
it is spoken against. ae 

23 And when they had appointed 
him a day, there came many to him 
into his lodging; to whom he ex- ~ 
pounded and testified the kingdom 
of God, persuading them concerning 
Jesus, both out of the law of Moses, 
and out of the prophets, from morn- 
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24 And some believed the things 
which were spoken, and some be- 
lieved not. 

25 And when they ‘agreed not a- 
mong themselves, they departed, af- 
ter that Paul had spoken one word, 
Well spake the Holy Ghost by Isaiah 
the prophet unto our fathers, 

26 Saying, Go unto this people, 
and say, Hearing ye shall hear, and 
shall not understand; and seeing ye 
shall see, and not perceive: 

27 For the heart of this people is 
waxed gross, and their ears are dull 

of hearing, and their eyes have they 
closed; lest they should see with 
their eyes, and hear with their ears,

28 Be it known therefore unto 
you, that the salvation of God is sent 
unto the gentiles, and that they will 
hear it.

30 And’ Paul dwelt two whole 
years in his own hired house, and 
received all that came in unto him,

confidence, no man ferbidding him.

8 But unto them that are conten- 
tious, and do. not obey the truth, but 
obey unrighteousness, indignation and 
wrath, 

9 Tribulation and anguish, upon 
every soul of man that doeth evil, of 
the Jew first, and also of the gentile ; 

10 But glory, honor, and peace, to 


| every man that worketh good, to the 


Jew first, and also to the gentile: 
11 For there is no respect of per- 
sons with God. ‘ 


12 For as many as have sinned 


without law, shall also perish with-

23. Thou that makest-thy boast of 
the law, through breaking the law 
dishonorest thou God? _, 

24 For the name of God is blas- 
phemed among the gentiles through 
you, as it is written. 

25 For circumcision verily profit- 
eth, if thou keep the law; but if thou 


be a breaker of the law, thy circum- 


cision is made uncircumcision. 

26 Therefore, if the uncireumcision 
keep the righteousness of the law, 
shall not his uncircumcision be count- 
ed for circumcision ? 

27 And shall not uncircumcision 
which is by nature, if it fulfil the law, 
judge thee, who by the letter and ¢ir- 
cumcision dost transgress the law ? 


28 For he is not a Jew, which is

CHAP. UL 
None are justified by the law. 


HAT advantage then hath the 
Jew? or what profit as there 
of circumcision? 

2 Much every way: chiefly, be- 
cause that unto them were commit- 
ted the oracles of God. é

but every man a liar; as it is written, 
That thou mightest be justified in thy 
sayings, and mightest overcome when’ 
thou art judged. 

5 But if our unrighteousness com- 
mend the righteousness of God, what 
shall we say? Js God unrighteous 
who taketh vengeance ? (I speak as a 
man) 

6 God forbid: for then how: shall 
God judge the world? 

7 For, if the truth of God hath 
more abounded through my lie unto 
his glory; why yet am I also judged 
as a sinner ? 

8 And not rather, (as we be slan- 

derously reported, and as some affirm 
that we say,) Let us do evil, that 
good may come? whose damnation is 
just. 
. 9 What then? are we better dais 
they ? No, in no wise: for we have 
before proved both Jews and gen- 
tiles, that they are all under sin ; 

10 As it is written, There is none 
righteous, no, not one: 

11 There isnone that understandeth, 
there is none that seeketh after God. | 

12 They are all gone out of the 
way, they are together become ; 
profitable; there is none eo ven 9 
good, no, not. one. a Se 

13 Their throat is an open Seale 
chre; with their tongues they have 
used deceit; the poison yes iti is’ 
under their lips : 

14 Whose mouth ts full of cursing 
and bitterness : . 
15 Their feet are swift to shed : 

blood : ie 

16 Destruction fie miser 
their ways: safer! 

17 And the way ‘of 7

18 There is no fear of God before 
their eyes. 

19 Now we know that what things 
soever the law saith, it saith to them 
who are under the law: that every 
mouth may be stopped, and all the 
world may become guilty before God. 

20 Therefore by the deeds of the 
law there shall no flesh be justified 
in his sight: for by the law is the 
knowledge of sin. 

21 But now the righteousness of 
God without the law is manifested, 
being witnessed by the law and the 
prophets ; er 

22 Even the righteousness of God 
which is by faith of Jesus Christ, unto 
all and upon all them that believe: 
for there is no difference: 

23 For all have sinned, and come 
short of the glory of God; 

24 Being justified freely by his 
grace, through the redemption that is 
in Christ Jesus: 

25 Whom God hath set forth to be 
a propitiation through faith in his 
blood, to declare his righteousness for 
the remission of sins that are past, 
through the forbearance of God; 

26 To declare, J say, at this time 

_ his righteousness: that he might be 
just, and the justifier of him which 

- believeth in Jesus. ; 

Z 27 Where 7s boasting then? It is 

excluded. By what law? of works? 

Nay: but by the law of faith. 

_ 28 Therefore we conclude that a 
man is justified by faith without the 

deeds of the law. 

29 Is he the God of the Jews only ? 
is he not also of the gentiles? Yes, 
of the gentiles also: 

~ 30 Seeing zt 2s one God, which shall 
justify the circumcision by faith, and 
uncircumcision through faith. 

$1 Do we then make void the law 
through faith? God forbid: yea, we 
establish the law.

CHAP. IV. 


Abraham the father of believers. 


3 For what saith the scripture? 
Abraham believed God, and it was 
counted unto him for righteousness. 

4 Now to him that worketh, is the 
reward not reckoned of grace, but of 
debt. 

5 But. to him that worketh not, 
but believeth on him that justifieth 
the ungodly, his faith is counted for 
righteousness. 

6 Even as David also describeth 
the blessedness of the man, unto 
whom God imputeth righteousness 
without works, 

7 Saying, Blessed are they whose 
iniquities are forgiven, and whose 


‘Sins are covered. 


8 Blessed ts the man to whom the 
Lord will not impute sin. 

9 Cometh this blessedness then up- 
on the circumcision only, or upon the 
uncircumcision also? for we say that 
faith was reckoned to Abraham for 
righteousness. 

10 How was it then reckoned? 
when he was in circumcision, or in 
uncircumeision? Not in circumcis- 
ion, but in uncircumeision. ~ 

11 And he received the sign of cir- 
cumcision, a seal of the righteous- 
ness of the faith which he had yet be- 
ing uncircumcised: that he might be 
the father of all them that believe, 
though they be not circumcised ; that 
righteousness might be imputed unto 
them also ; 

12 And the father of circumcision 
to them who are not of the circum- 
cision only, but who also walk in the 
steps of that faith of our father Abra- 
ham, which he had being yet uncir- 
cumcised. 

13 For the promise, that he should 
be the heir of the world, was not to 
Abraham, or to his seed, through the 
law, but through the righteousness of 
faith. 

14 For if they which are of the 
law be heirs, faith is made void, and 
the promise made of none effect : 


15 Because the law worketh — 


wrath; for where no law is, there is 

no transgression. ¢ 
16 Therefore it is of faith, that 7% 

might be by grace; to the end the 


promise might be sure to all the

of Sarah’s womb : 

20 He staggered not at the prom- 
ise of God through unbelief; but was 
strong in faith, giving glory to God ; 

21 And being fully persuaded that, 
what he had promised, he was able 
also to perform. 

22 And therefore it was imputed 
to him for righteousness. 

23 Now it was not. written for his 
sake alone, that it was imputed to 
him ; 

24 But for us also, to whom it 
shall be imputed, if we believe on 
him that raised up Jesus our Lord 
from the dead ; 

25 Who was. delivered for our of- 


fences, and was raised again for our 


justification. 


CHAP. V.

5 For when we were in the flesh, 
the motions of sins which were by 
the law, did work in our members to 
bring forth fruit unto death. 

6 But now we are delivered from 
the law, that being dead wherein we 
were held; that we should serve in 
newness of spirit, and not zn the old- 
ness of the letter. 

7 What shall we say then? Is the 
law sin? God forbid. Nay, I had 
not known sin, but by the law; for 
I had not known lust, except the law 
had said, Thou shalt not covet. 

8 But sin, taking occasion by the 
commandment, wrought in me all 
manner of concupiscence.

That 
the gentiles, which followed not af- 
ter righteousness, have attained to 
righteousness, even the righteousness 
which is of faith. 

31 But Israel, which followed after 
the law of righteousness, hath not at- 
tained to the law of righteousness.

j the mouth confession is made unto 


salvation. 

i1 For the scripture saith, Whoso- 
ever believeth on him shall not be 
ashamed. 

12 For there is no difference be- 
tween the Jew and the Greek; for 
the same Lord over all is rich unto 
all that call upon him. 

13 For whosoever shall call upon 
the name of the Lord, shall be sav- 
ed. . 

14 How then shall they call on 
him in whom they have not believ- 
ed? and how shall they believe in 
him of whom they have not heard? 
and how shall they hear without a 
preacher ? 

15 And how shall they preach, ex- 
cept they be sent? as it is written, 
How beautiful are the feet of them 
that preach the gospel of peace, and 
bring glad tidings of good things! 

16 But they have not all obeyed 
the gospel. For Isaiah saith, Lord, 
who hath believed our report ? 

17 So then faith cometh by hear- 
ing, and hearing by the word of God. 

18 But I say, Have they not heard? 
Yes verily, their sound went into all 
the earth, and their words unto the 
ends of the world. 

19 But I say, Did not Israel know? 
First, Moses saith, I will provoke you 
to jealousy by them that are no peo- 
ple, and by a foolish nation I will 
anger you. 

20 But Isaiah is very bold, and 
saith, I was found of them that sought 
me not; I was made manifest unto 
them that asked not after me. 

21 But to Israel he saith, All day 
long I have sire forth my hands 
Ei 18

A remnant of Israel to be saved. 
unto a disobedient and gainsaying 
people. 


CHAP. XI. 
God hath not cast off Israel. 


SAY then, Hath God cast away 

his people? God forbid. For I 
also.am an Israelite, of the seed of 
Abraham, of the tribe of Benjamin. 

2 Ged hath not cast away his peo- 
ple which he foreknew. Wot ye not 
what the scripture saith of Elijah? 
how he maketh intercession to God 
against Israel, saying, 

3 Lord, they have killed thy proph- 
ets, and digged down thine altars; 
and I am left alone, and they seek 
myudife: 

4 But what saith the answer of 
God unto him? I have reserved to 
myself seven thousand men, who 
have not bowed the knee to the mage 
of Baal. 

5 Even so then at this present 
time also there is a remnant accord- 
ing to the election of grace. 

6 And if by grace, then is iz no 
more of works: otherwise grace is 
no more grace. But if zz be of works, 
then is it no more grace: otherwise 
work is no more work. 

7 What then? Israel hath not ob- 
tained that which he seeketh for; 
but the election hath obtained it, and 


_ the rest were blinded. 


8 According as it is written, God 
hath given them the spirit of slum- 
ber, eyes that they should not see, 
and ears that they should not hear, 
unto this day. 

9 And David saith, Let their table 
be made a snare, and a trap, and a 
stumbling-block, and a recompense 
unto them: 

10 Let their eyes be “darkened, 
that they may not see, and bow 
down their back always. 

11 I say then, Have they stumbled 
that they should fall? God forbid: 
but rather through their fall salva- 


“tion is come unto the gentiles, for to 


provoke them to jealousy. 

12 Now if the fall of them be the 
riches of the world, and the diminish- 
ing of them the riches of the gentiles; 
how much more their fulness ? 


“13 For I speak to you gentiles, in- |. 
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The gentiles not to boast 


asmuch as I am the apostle of the 
gentiles, I magnify mine office : 

14 If by any means | may provoke 
to emulation them which are my flesh, 
and might save some of them. 

15 For if the casting away of them 
be the reconciling of the world, what 
shall the receiving of them be, but 
life from the dead? 

16 For if the firstfruit be holy, the 
lump is also holy: and if the root be 
holy, so are the branches. 

17 And if some of the branches 
be broken off, and thou, being a 
wild olive-tree, wert grafted in a- 
mong them, and with them partak- 
est of the root and fatness of the 
olive-tree ; 

18 Boast not against the branches. 
But if thou boast, thou beares$ not 
the root, but the root thee. 

19 Thou wilt say then, The branch- 
es were broken off, that I might be 
grafted in. 

20 Well; because of unbelief they 
were broken off, and thou standest 
by faith. Be not highminded, but 
fear: 

21 For if God spared not the nat- 
ural branches, take heed lest he also 
spare not thee. 

22 Behold, therefore, the goodness 
and severity of God: on them which 
fell, severity ; but toward thee, good- 
ness, if thou continue in his goodness : 
otherwise thou also shalt be cut off. 

23 And they also, if they abide not 
in unbelief, shall be grafted in; for 
God is able to graft them in again. 

24 For if thou wert cut out of the 
olive-tree which is wild by nature, 
and wert grafted contrary to nature 
into a good olive-tree: —how much 
more shall these, which be the natu-_ 
ral branches, be grafted into their own 
olive-tree ? — ite Sx 

25 For I would not, brethren, that 
ye should be ignorant of this mystery, 


lest ye should be wise in your own — 


conceits; that blindness in part is — 
happened to Israel, until the fulness 
of the gentiles be come in. 

26 And so all Israel shall be 
ed: as it is written, There sh: 
out of Zion the Deliv 
turn away ungodliness fro 
27. For this is my

them, when I shall take away their 
sins. . ; 

28 As concerning the gospel, they 
are enemies for your sakes: but as 
touching the election, they are be- 
loved for the fathers’ sakes. 

29 For the gifts and calling of God 
are without repentance. 

30 For as ye in times past have 
not believed God, yet have now 
obtained mercy through their unbe- 
lief: 

- 31 Even so have these also now 
not believed, that through your _mer- 
cy they also may obtain mercy. 

32 For God hath conelude 
all in unbelief, that he might ~ 
mercy upon all. ¢ 

33 O the depth of the riches bot! 
of the wisdom. and knowledge *of 
God! how unsearchable are his judg- 
ments, and his ways past finding out ! 

34 For who hath known the mind 
of the Lord? or who hath been his 
counsellor ? 

35 Or who hath first given to him, 
and it shall be recompenséed unto him 
again ? 

36 For of him, and through him, 
and to him, are all things: to whom 
be glory for ever. Amen.

Sudjection to the powers that be. 


is no power but of God: the powers 
that be are ordained of God. 

2 Whosoever therefore resisteth 
the power, resisteth the ordinance of 
God: and they that resist shall re- 
ceive to themselves damnation. 

3 For rulers are not a terror to 
good works, but to the evil. Wilt 
thou then not be afraid of the power ? 
do that which is good, and thou shalt 
have praise of the same: 

4 For he is the minister of God to 
thee for good. But if thou do that 
which is evil, be afraid; for he bear- 
eth not the sword in vain: for he is 
the minister of God, a revenger to ex- 
ecute wrath upon him that doeth evil. 

5 Wherefore ye must needs be sub- 
ject, not only for wrath, but also for 
conscience sake. 

6 For, for this cause pay ye tribute 
also: for they are God’s ministers, 
attending continually upon this very 
thing. 

7 Render therefore to all their 
dues: tribute to whom tribute zs 
due; custom to whom custom; fear 
to whom fear; honor to whom honor. 

8 Owe no man any thing, but to 
love one another; for he that loveth 
another hath fulfilled the law. 

9 For this, Thou shalt not commit 
adultery, Thou shalt not kill, Thou 
shalt not steal, Thou shalt not bear 
false witness, Thou shalt not covet; 
and if there & any other command- 
ment, it is Briefly comprehended in 
this saying, namely, Thou shalt love 
thy neighbor as thyself. 

10 Love worketh no ill to his 


~ neighbor: therefore love is the fulfil- 


ling of the law.

10 Now I beseech you, brethren, by 
the name of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
that ye all speak the same thing, and 
that there be no divisions among you; 
but that ye be perfectly joined to- 
gether in the same mind and in the 
same judgment. 

11 For it hath been declared unto 
me of you, my brethren, by them

- | not whether I baptized any other. 
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Christ the wisdom of God. 


17 For Christ sent me not to bap- 
tize, but to preach the gospel: not 
with wisdom of words, lest the cross 
of Christ should be made of none 
effect. 

18 For the preaching of the cross is 
to them that perish foolishness ; but 
unto us-which are saved, it is the 
power of God. 

19 For it is written, I will destroy 
the wisdom of the wise, and will bring 
to nothing the understanding of the 
prudent. 

20 Where zs the wise? where zs the 
scribe? where is the disputer of this 
world? hath not.God made foolish 
the wisdom of this world? 

21 For after that in the wisdom of 
God the world by wisdom knew not 
God, it pleased God by the foolish- 
ness of preaching to save them that 
believe. 

22 For the Jews require a sign, 
and the Greeks seek after wisdom : 

23 But we preach Christ crucified, 
unto the Jews a stumbling-block, and 
unto the Greeks foolishness ; 

24 But unto them which are called, 
both Jews and Greeks, Christ the 
power of God, and the wisdom of 
God. 

25 Because the foolishness of God 
is wiser than men; and the weak- 
ness of God is stronger than men. 

26 For ye see your calling, breth- 
ren, how that not many wise men 
after the flesh, not many mighty, not 
many noble, are called: 

27 But God hath chosen the fool- 
ish things of the world to confound 


the wise; and God hath chosen the 


weak things of the world to con- 
found the things which are mighty ; 

28 And base things of the world, 
and things which are despised, hath 
God chosen, yea, and things which 
are not, to bring to nought things 
that are: 

29 That no flesh should glory in his 
presence. 

30 But of him are ye in Christ Je-

31 -That, according as it is written, 
He that glorieth, let him glory in the 
Lord..

CHAP. IL 
Paul’s preaching the power of God. 


ND I, brethren, when I came to 

you, came not with excellency 

of speech or of wisdom, declaring un- 
to you the testimony of God. 

2 For I determined not to know 
any thing among you, save Jesus 
Christ, and him crucified. 

3 And I was with you in weak- 
ness, and in fear, and in much trem- 
bling. 

4 And my speech and my preach- 
ing was not with enticing words of 
man’s wisdom, but in demonstration 
of the Spirit and of power : 

5 That your faith should not stand 
in the wisdom of men, but in the 
power of God. 

6 Howbeit, we speak wisdom a- 
mong them that are perfect: yet 
not the wisdom of this world, nor of 
the princes of this world, that come 
to nought : 

7 But we speak the wisdom of 
God in a mystery, even the hidden 
wisdom, which God ordained before 
the world unto our glory: 

8 Which none of the™princes of 
this world knew: for had they known 
a, they would not have crucified the 
Lord of glory. 

9 But as it is written, Eye hath 
not seen, nor ear heard, neither have 
entered into the heart of man, the 
things which God hath prepared for 
them that love him. 

10 But God hath revealed them 
unto us by his Spirit: for the Spirit 
searcheth all things, yea, the deep 
things of God. 

11 For what man knoweth the ; 
things of a man, save the spirit of — 
man which is in him? even so the 
things of God knoweth no man, but 
the Spirit of God. 

12 Now we have received, not the 
spirit of the world, but the Spirit 
which is of God; that we might 
know the things that are freely giv- 
en to us of God. 

13 Which. things also we spealy 


not in the words “which man’s wis- 


dom teacheth, but which the H 
Ghost teacheth ; comparing 8 i 
things with es . ae 


Strife and divisions to be avoided. 


14 But the natural man receiveth 
not the things of the Spirit of God; 
for they are foolishness unto him; 
neither can he know them, because 
they are spiritually discerned. 

15 But he that is spiritual judgeth 
all things, yet he himself is judged 
of no man. 

16 For who hath known the mind 
of the Lord, that he may instruct 
him? But we have the mind of 
Christ. 


CHAP. I. 
Christ the only foundation. *- 


ND I, brethren, could not speak 

unto you as unto spiritual, but 
as unto carnal, even as unto babes 
in:Ghrist... # 

2 I have fed you with milk, and 
not with meat: for hitherto ye were 
not able to bear it, neither yet now 
are ye able. 

3 For ye are yet carnal: for 
whereas there ts among you envying, 
and strife, and divisions, are ye not 
carnal, and walk as men? 

4 For while one saith, I am of 
Paul; and another, I am of Apollos ; 
are ye not carnal? 

5 Who then is Paul, and who zs 
Apollos, but ministers by whom ye 
believed, even as the Lord gave to 
every man? 

6 [have planted, Apollos watered ; 
but God gave the increase. 

7 So then, neither is he that plant- 

-eth any thing, neither he that wa- 
tereth ; but God that giveth the in- 
crease. 

8 Now he that planteth and he 
that watereth are one: and every 
man shall receive his own reward 
according to his own labor. , 

9 For we are laborers together 
with God: ye are God’s husbandry, 
ye are God’s building. 

10 According to the grace of God 

which is given unto me, as a wise 
master-builder, I have laid the foun- 
dation, and another buildeth thereon. 

But let every man take heed how he 

buildeth thereupon. 

11 For other foundation can no 

lay than that is laid, which is 
hrist..

CHAP. IV. 


Believers are God’s temple. 


this foundation, gold, silver, precious 
stones, wood, hay, stubble ; 

13 Every. man’s work shall be 
made manifest: for the day shall de- 
clare it, because it shall be revealed 
by fire; and the fire shall try every 
man’s work of what sort it is. 

14 If any man’s work abide which 
he hath built thereupon, he shall re- 
ceive a reward. 

15 If any man’s work shall be 
burned, he shall suffer loss: but he 
himself shall be saved; yet so as by 
fire. 

16. Know ye not that ye are the 
temple of God, and that the Spirit of 
God dwelleth in you ? 

17 If any man defile the temple 
of God, him shall God destroy ; for 
the temple of God is holy, which tem- 
ple ye are. 

18 Let no man deceive himself. 
If any man among you seemeth to be 
wise: in this world, let him become a 
fool, that he may be wise. 

19 For the wisdom of this world is 
foolishness with God. For it is writ- 
ten, He taketh the wise in their own 
craftiness. 

20 And again, The Lord knoweth 
the thoughts of the wise, that they 
are vain. 

21 Therefore, let no man glory in 
men. For all things are yours ; 

22 Whether Paul, or Apollos, or 
Cephas, or the world, or life, or death, 
or things present, or things to come ; 
all are yours ; ; 

23 And ye are Christ’s; and Christ 
is God’s. } 

CHAP. IV. 
Apostolic authority asserted. 


ET a man so account of us, as 
of the ministers of Christ, and 
stewards of the mysteries of God. 

2 Moreover, it is required in stew- 
ards, that a man be found faithful. 

3 But with me it is a very small 
thing that I should be judged of 
you, or of man’s: judgment: yea, I~ 
judge not mine own self. 

4 For I know nothing by myself; 
yet am I not hereby justified: but he 
that judgeth me isthe Lord. 

5 Therefore judge nothing before 


any man build upon | the time, until the Lord come, who 
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The Corinthians reproved. 


both will bring to light the hidden 
things of darkness, aud will make 
manifest the counsels of the hearts: 
and. then shall every man have praise 
of God. 

6 And these things, brethren, I 
have in a figure transferred to my- 
self and to Apollos for your sakes; 
that ye might learn in us not to think 
of men above that which is written, 
that no one of you be puffed up for 
one against another. 

7 For who maketh thee to differ 
from another? and what hast thou 
that thou didst not receive? now if 
thou didst receive it, why dost thou 
glory, as if thou hadst not received 
et? 

8 Now ye are full, now ye are 
rich, ye have reigned as kings with- 
out us: and I would to God ye did 
reign, that we also might reign with 
you. 

9 For I think that God~hath set 
forth us the apostles last, as it were 
appointed to death: for we are made 
a spectacle unto the world, and to 
angels, and to men. 

10 We are fools for Christ’s sake, 
but ye are wise in Christ; we are 
weak, but ye are strong; ye are hon- 
orable, but we are despised. 

11 Even unto this present hour we 
both hunger, and thirst, and are na- 
ked, and are buffeted, and have no 
certain dwelling-place ; 

12 And labor, working with our 
own hands: being reviled, we bless; 
being persecuted, we suffer it: 

13 Being defamed, we entreat: we 
are made as the filth of the world, 
and are the offscouring of all things 
unto this day. 

14 I write not these things to 


shame you, but as my beloved sons I 


warn. you. 
15 For though ye have ten thou- 
sand instructors in Christ, yet have ye 
not many fathers: for in Christ Jesus 
if a begotten you through the gos- 
pe 
16 Wherefore I beseech you, be ye 


‘followers of me. 


‘17 For this cause have I sent unto 
you Timothy, who is my beloved son, 
and faithful in the Lord, who shall 


. din you into remembrance of my 
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Christ our pass iver, 


ways which be in Christ, as I teach 
every where in every church. 

18 Now some are puffed up, as 
though I would not come to you. 

19 But I will come to you shortly, 
if the Lord will, and will know, not 
the speech of them which are puffed 
up, but the power. 

20 For the kingdom of God zs not 
in word, but in power. 

21 What will ye? shall I come un- 
to you with a rod, or in love, and in © 
the spirit of meekness ? 


CHAP. 


The incestuous person to be put away. 


d ere is reported commonly that there 
is fornication among you, and-such 
fornication as is not so much as 
named among the gentiles, that one 
should have his father’s wife. 

2 And ye are puffed up, and have 
not rather mourned, that he that hath 
done this deed might be taken away 
from among you. 

3 For I verily, as absent in body, 
but present in spirit, have judged 
already, as though I were present, 
concerning him that hath so done this 
deed, 

4 In the name-of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, when ye are gathered to- 
gether, and my spirit, with the pow- 
er of our Lord Jesus Christ, 

5 To deliver such a one unto Sa- 
tan for the destruction of the flesh, 
that the spirit may be saved in the 
day of the Lord Jesus. 

6 Your glorying zs not good. Know! 
ye ie that a little leaven leaveneth, 
the whole lump? ¢ 

7 Purge out therefore the old leav+ 
en, that ye may be a new lump, as 
ye are unleavened. For even Christ, 
our passover is sacrificed for us: 

8 Therefore let us keep the feast, 
not with old leaven, neither with the 
leaven of malice and wickedness; 
but with the unleavened bread of sin- 
cerity and truth. 

- 9 I wrote unto you in an epistle 
not to company with fornicators: — 

10 Yet not altogether with the for 
mipesors _ — proud or wi 


out of ia world. rah

11 But now I have written unto 
you not to keep company, if any man 
that is called a brother be a fornica- 
tor, or covetous, or an idolater, or a 
railer, or a drunkard, or an extor- 
tioner; with such a one no not to 
eat. 

12 For what have I to do to judge 
them also that are without? do not 
ye judge them that are within ? 

18 But them that are without, God 
jJudgeth. Therefore put away from 
among yourselves that wicked per- 
son. 


CHAP. VI. 
Against going to law wiih brethren. 


ARE any of you, having a mat- 

ter against another, go to law 

before the unjust, and not before the 
saints ? : 

2 Do ye not know that the saints 
shall judge the world? and if the 
world shall be judged by you, are ye 
unworthy to judge the smallest mat- 
ters! 

3 Know ye not that we shall judge 
angels? how much more things that 

pertain to this life ? 

4 Jf then ye have judgments of 
things pertaining to this life, set 
them to judge who are least esteem- 
ed in the church. 

“5 [speak to your shame. Is it so, 
‘that there is not a wise man among 
you! no, not one that shall be able 
to judge between his brethren? 

6 But brother goeth to law with 

brother, and that before the unbe- 
levers. * 

7 Now therefore there is utterly a 
fault among you, because ye go to 
law one with another. Why do ye 

» not rather take wrong? why do ye 
not rather suffer yourselves to be de- 

_ frauded ? 

8 Nay, ye do wrong, and defraud, 

+ and that your brethren. 

9 Know ye not that the unrighte- 
ous shall not inherit the kingdom of 

God? Be not deceived: neither for- 

__ nicators, nor idolaters, nor adulterers, 

nor effeminate, nor abusers of them- 
elves with mankind, 
r thieves, nor covetous, nor 


r revilers, nor extortion- 


11 And such were some of you: 
but ye are washed, but ye are sancti- 
fied, but ye are justified in the name 
of the Lord Jesus, and by the Spirit 
of our God. 

12 All things are lawful unto me, 
but all things are not expedient ; all 
things are lawful for me, but I will 
not be brought under the power of 
any. 
13 Meats for the belly, and the 
belly for meats: but God shall de- 
stroy both it and them. Now the 
body is not for fornication, but for 
the Lord; and the Lord for the body. 

14 And God hath both raised up 
the Lord, and will also raise up us 
by his own power. 

15 Know ye not that your bodies 
are the members of Christ? shall I 
then take the members of Christ, and 
make them the members of a harlot ? 
God forbid. 

_16 What? know ye not that he 
which is joined to a harlot is: one 
body? for two, saith he, shall be one 
flesh. : 

17 But he that is joined unto the 
Lord is one spirit. 

18 Flee fornication. Every sin that 
a man doeth is without the body; 
but he that committeth fornication 
sinneth against his own body. 

19 What? know ye not that your 
body is the temple of the Holy Ghost 
which is in you, which ye have of 
God, and ye are not your own? 

20 For ye are bought with a price: 
therefore glorify God in your body, 
and in your spirit, which are God's. 


CHAP. VII. 


Duties of the married state, 


OW concerning the things where- 
of ye wrote unto me: Jt 7s good 
for a man not to touch a woman. 

2 Nevertheless, to avoid fornica- 
tion, let every man have his own 
wife, and let every woman have her 
own husband. 

3 Let the husband render unto the 
wife due benevolence : and likewise 
also the wife unto the husband. 

4 The wife hath not power of her — 
own body, but the husband: and — 
likewise also the husband hath not

5 Defraud ye not one the other, 
except it be with consent for a time, 
that ye may give yourselves to fast- 
ing and prayer; and come together 
again, that Satan tempt you not for 
your incontinency. 

6 But I speak this by permission, 
and not of commandment. 

7 For I would that all men were 
even as | myself. But every man 
hath his proper gift of God, one after 
this manner, and another after that. 

8 I say therefore to the unmarried 
and widows, It is good for them if 
they abide cven as I. 

9 But if they cannot contain, let 
them marry: for it is better to marry 
than to burn. 

10 And unto the married I com- 
mand, yet not I, but the Lord, Let 
not the wife depart from her husband: 

11 But and if she depart, let her 
remain unmarried, or be reconciled 
to her husband: and let not the hus- 
band put away his wife. 

12 But to the rest speak I, not the 
Lord: If any brother hath a wife 
that believeth not, and she be pleased 


_to dwell with him, let him not put 
~ her away. 


13 And the woman which hath a 
husband that believeth not, and if he 
be pleased to dwell with her, let her 
not leave him. 

14 For the unbelieving husband is 

sanctified by the wife. and the unbe- 
lieving wife is sanctified by the hus- 
band: else were your children un- 
clean; but now are they holy. 
» 15 But if the unbelieving depart, 
let him depart. A brother or a sis- 
ter is not under bondage in such cases: 
but God hath called us to peace. 

16 For what knowest thou, O wife, 
whether thou shalt save thy husband? 
or how knowest thou, O man, wheth- 
er thou shalt save thy wife ? 

17 But as God hath distributed to 
every man, as the Lord hath called 
every one, so let him walk. And so 
ordain I in all churches. 

18 Is any man called being cir- 
cumcised ? let him not become uncir- 
cumcised. 


cised. Sie, 
19 Circumcision is nothing, and 
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the Lord, how 


Is any called in uncir- | 
cumcision ¢ let him not be circum- | 


marriage relationship. 


uncircumeision is nothing, but the 
keeping of the commandments of 
God. 

20 Let every man abide in the 
same calling wherein he was called. 

21 Art thou called being a ser- 
vant? care not for it: but if thou 
mayest be made free, use %# rather. 

22 For he that is called in the 
Lord, being a servant, is the Lord’s 
freeman: likewise also he that is 
called, being free, is Christ’s servant. 

23 Ye are bought with a price ; be 
not ye the servants of men. 

24 Brethren, let every man, where- 
in he is called, therein abide with 
God. 

25 Now concerning virgins I have 
no commandment of ‘the Lord: yet I 
give my judgment, as one that hath 
obtained mercy of the Lord to be 
faithful. 

26 I suppose therefore that this is 
good for the present distress; I say, 
that i ts good for a man so to be. 

27 Art thou bound unto a wife? 
seek not to be loosed. Art thou loos- 
ed from a wife? seek not a wife. 

28 But and if thou marry, thou 
hast not sinned; and if a virgin mar- 
ry, she hath not sinned. Neverthe- 
less, such shall have trouble in the 
flesh: but I spare you. 

29 But this I say, brethren, the 
time zs short: if remaineth, that both 
they that have wives be as though 
they had none ; 

30 And they that weep, as though 
they wept not; and they that re- 
joice, as though they rejoiced not; 
and they that buy, as though they 
possessed not ; + or 

31 And they that use this world, 
as not abusing it; for the fashion of 
this world passeth away. > 

32 But | would have you without 
carefulness. He that is unmarried 
careth for the things that belong to 
he may please the 
Lord : monty iat 
33 But he that is married careth 
for the things that are of the world, 
how he may please his wife. _ 
34 There is difference also be 


Lord, that she may be 
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body and in spirit: but she. that is 
married careth for the things of the 
world, how she may please her hus- 
band. 

35 And this I speak for your own 
profit; not that I may cast a snare 
upon you, but for that which is come- 
ly, and that ye may attend upon the 
Lord without distraction. 

36 But if any man think that he 
behaveth himself uncomely toward 
his virgin, if she pass the flower of 
her age, and need so require, let him 
do what he will, he sinneth not: let 
them marry. Be 

37 Nevertheless, he that standeth 
steadfast in his heart, having no ne- 
eessity, but hath power over his own 
will, and hath so decreed in his heart 
that he will keep his virgin, doeth 
well. 

' 38 So then he that giveth her in 
matriage doeth well; but he. that 
giveth her not in marriage doeth 
better. 

39 The wife is bound by the law 
as long as her husband liveth; but 
if her husband be dead, she is at 
liberty to be married to whom she 
will; only in the Lord. 

40 But she is happier if she so 
abide, after my judgment: and I 
- think also that I have the Spirit of 
- God. 

. CHAP. VIil. 

- Christian liberty must not be abused. 
sTOW as touching things offered 
LY unte idols, we know that we 
all have knowledge. Knowledge 
puffeth up, but charity edifieth. 

2 And if any man think that he 
knoweth any thing, he knoweth noth- 
ing yet as he ought to know. 

3 But if any man love God, the 
same is known of him. 

4 As concerning therefore the eat- 
ing of those fess that are offered 
in sacrifice unto idols, we know that 
an idol is nothing in the world, and 
that there is none other God but one.

8 But meat commendeth us not to 
God: for neither if we eat, are we 
the better; neither if we eat not, 
are we the worse. 

9 But take heed lest by any means 
this liberty of yours become a stum- 
bling-block to them that are weak. 

10 For if any man see thee which 
hast knowledge sit at meat in the 
idol’s temple, shall not the conscience 
of him which is weak be emboldened 
to eat those things which are offered 
to idols ; 

11 And through thy knowledge 
shall the weak brother perish, for 
whom Christ died ? 

12 But when ye sin so against the 
brethren, and wound their weak con- 
science, ye sin against Christ. 

13 Wherefore, if meat make my 
brother to offend, I will eat no flesh . 
while the world standeth, lest 1 make 
my brother to offend. 


CHAP. IX. 
Preachers ought to live by the gospel. 


‘M I not an apostle? am I not 

free? have I not seen Jesus 

Christ our Lord? are not ye my work 
in the Lord? 

2 If Ibe not an apostle unto others, 
yet doubtless I am to you; for the 
seal of mine apostleship are ye in the 
Lord. 

3 Mine answer to them that do 


examine me is this, 


4 Have we not power to eat and 
to drink ? 

5 Have we not power to lead a- 
bout a sister, a wife, as well as other 
apostles, and as the brethren of the 
Lord, and Cephas ? 

6 Or I only and Barnabas, have 
not we power to forbear working?, — 

7 Who goeth a warfare any time 


a vineyard and eateth not of the 
who feedeth a flock, 
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and eateth not of the milk of the 
flock ? 

8 Say I these things as a man? or 
saith not the law the same also? 

9 For it is written in the law of 

Moses, Thou shalt not muzzle the 
mouth of the ox that treadeth out 
the corn. Doth God take care for 
oxen ? ‘ 
10 Or saith he it altogether for our 
sakes? For our sakes, no doubt, thas 
is written: that he that ploweth 
should plow in hope; and that he 
that thresheth in hope . should be 
partaker of his hope. . 

11 If we have sown unto you 
spiritual things, 7s 7 a great thing 
if we shall reap your carnal things? 

12 If others be partakers of this 

ower over you, are not we rather? 
Netewielead we have not used this 
power ; but suffer all things, lest we 
should hinder the gospel of Christ. 

13 Do ye not know that.they which 
minister about holy things live of the 
things of the temple ? and they which 
wait at the altar are partakers with 
the altar ? 

14 Even so hath the Lord ordained 


that they which preach the gospel 


should live of the gospel. 

15 But I have used none of’ these 
things: neither have I written these 
things, that it should be 'so done un- 
to me: for i were better for me to 
die, than that any man should make 
my glorying void. 

16 For though I preach the gospel, 
I have nothing to glory of: for neces- 
sity is laid upon me; yea, wo is un- 
to me, if I preach not the gospel : 

17 For if I do this thing willingly, 
I have a reward: but if against my 
will, a dispensation of the gospel is 
committed unto me. 

18 What is my reward then? Veri- 
ly that, when I preach the gospel, 
I may make the gospel of Christ 
without charge, that I abuse not my 
power in the gospel. 

19 For though I be free from all 
men, yet have I made myself ser- 
vant unto all, that I might gain the 
more. 

20 And unto the Jews I became 
as a Jew, that I might gain the Jews; 
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«to them that are under the law, as and rose up to play. suk 


for the gospel’s sake 


under the law, that Imight gain them 
that are under the law ; 

21 To them that are without law, 
as without law, (being not without 
law to God, but under the law to 
Christ,) that I might gain them that 
are without law. 

22. To the weak became I as weak, 
that I might gain the weak: I am 
made all things to all men, that I 
might by all means save some. 

23 And this I do for the gospel’s 
sake, that I might be partaker there- 
of with you. 

24 Know ye not that they which 
run in a race run all, but one re- 
ceiveth the prize? So run, that ye 
may obtain. 

25 And every man that striveth 
for the mastery is temperate in all 
things. Now they do it to obtain a 
corruptible crown; but we an incor- 
ruptible. 


-26 I therefore so run, not as un- 


certainly ; so fight I, not as one that 
beateth the air: 

27 But I keep under my body, and 
bring z into subjection: lest that by 
any means when | have preached to 
others, I myself should be a castaway. 


CHAP. X. |

11 Now all these things happened 
unto them for ensampies: and they 
are written for our admonition, up-

30 For if I by grace be a partaker, 
why am I evil spoken of for that for 
which I give thanks? 

31. Whether therefore ye eat, or 
drink, or whatsoever ye do, do all to 
the glory of Ged. 

32 Give none offence, neither to 
the Jews, nor to the gentiles, nor to 
the church of God: 

33 Even as { please all men in all 
things, not seeking mine own profit, 
but the profit of many, that they may 


be saved. & 
CHAP. XI.

E ye followers of me, even as | 
also am of Christ. 

2 Now I praise you, brethren, that 

ye remember me in all things, and 


keep the ordinances, as I delivered _ 


them to you. 

3 But [I would have you know, 
that the head of every man is Christ ; 
and the head of the woman 7s the 
man; and the head of Christ ¢s God. 
4 Every man praying or prophesy- 
ing, having his head covered, dishon- 
oreth his head. 

5 But every woman that prayeth | 
or prophesieth with her head uncov- 
ered, dishonoreth her head: for that 
is even all one as if she were shaver. 

6 For if the woman be not cover- 
ed, let her also be shorn: but if it be

a shame for a woman to be shorn or | 
shaven, let her be covered. 

7 For a man indeed ought not to 
cover fis head, forasmuch as he is 
the image and glory of God: but the 
woman is the glory of the man: 

8 For the man is not of the wo- 
man, but the woman of the man. 

9 Neither was the man created 
for the woman, but the woman for 
the man. 

10 For this cause ought the wo- 
man to have power on her head, be- 
cause of the angels. 

11 Nevertheless, neither is the man 
without the woman, neither the wo- 
man without the man, in the Lord. 

12 For as the woman zs of the 
man, even so 7s the man also by the, 
woman; but all things of God. 

13 Judge in yourselves ; Is it come- 
ly that a woman pray unto God un- 
covered ? 

14 Doth not even nature itself 
teach you, that, if a man have long 
hair, it is a shame unto him? 

15 But if a woman have long hair, 
it is a glory to her; for her hair is 
given her for a covering. 

16 Bui if any man seem to be con- 
tentious, we have no such custom, 
neither the churches of God. 

17 Now in this that I declare unto 
you, | praise you not, that ye come 
together not for the better, but for 
the worse. 

18 For first of all, when ye come 


there be divisions among you; and I 
partly believe it. 

19 For there must be also heresies 
among you, that they which are ap- 
proved may be made maniiest among 
you. 

20 When ye come together there- 
fore into one place, this is not to eat 
the Lord’s supper. 

21 For in eating, every one taketh 
before other his own supper: and one 
is hungry, and another is drunken. 

22 What? have ye not houses to 
eat and to drink in? or despise ye the 
church of God, and shame them that 
have not? What shall I say to you? 
shall I praise you in this? I praise 
you not, “© — 

23 For ‘have received of the Lord |.

you, That the Lord Jesus, the same 
night in which he was betrayed, took 
bread: | 

24 And when he had given thanks, 
he brake iPand said, Take, eat: this 
is my body, which is broken for you:

29 For he that eateth and drink- 
eth unworthily, eateth and drinketh 
damnation to himself, not discerning 
the Lord’s body. 

30 For this cause many are weak 
and sickly among you, and many 
sleep. 

31 For if we would judge our- 
selves, we should not be judged. 

32 But when we are judged, we 
are chastened of the Lord, that we 
should not be condemned with the 
world. f 

33 Wherefcre, my brethren, when 
ye come together to eat, tarry one 
for another. 

84 Andif any man hunger, let him 
eat at home; that ye come not to- 
gether unto condemnation. And the 
rest will 1 set in order when I come. 

CHAP. XII. 
Spiritual gifts. Christians one body. 
Ne concerning spiritual gifis, 
brethren, I would not have you | 
ignorant. — 

2 Ye know that ye were gentiles, 
carried away unto these dumb idols, 
even as ye were led. ai 

3 Wherefore I give you to under- 
stand, that no man, speaking by the 
Spirit of God, calleth Jesus aceu 
and that no man can say that 
is the Lord, but by the E

4 Now there are diversities of gifts, 
but the same Spirit. 

5 And there are differences of ad- 
ministrations, but the same Lord. 

6 And there are diversities of oper- 
ations, but it is the same God which 
worketh all in all. 

7 But the manifestation of the 
Spirit is given to every man to 
profit withal. 

8 For to one is given by the Spirit 
the word of wisdom; to another, 
the word of knowledge by the same 
Spirit; 

9 To another, faith by the same 
Spirit; to another, the gifts of heal- 
ing by the same Spirit ; 

10 To another, the working of 
miracles; to another, prophecy; to 
another, discerning of spirits; to an- 


other, divers kinds of tongues; to an- | 


other, the interpretation of tongues: 

11 But all these worketh that one 
and the selfsame Spirit, dividing to 
every man severally as he will. 

12 For as the body is one, and 
hath many members, and all the 
members of that one body, being 
many, are one body: so also ¢s 
Christ. 

13 For by one Spirit are we all 
baptized into one body, whether we 
be Jews er Greeks, whether we be 
bond or free; and have been all 
made to drink into one spirit. 

14 For the body is not one mem- 
ber, but many. 

15 If the foot shall say, Because I 
am not the hand, I am not of the 
body ; is it therefore not of the body? 

16 And if the ear shall say, Be- 
cause ] am not the eye, | am not of 


the body; is it therefore not of the: 


body? 

17 If the whole body were an eye, 
where were the hearing? If the 
whole were hearing, where were the 
smelling ? 

18 But now hath God set the 
members every one of them in the 
body, as it hath pleased him. 

19 And if they were all-one mem- 
ber, where were the body? 

20 But now are they many mem- 
bers, yet but one body. ees 

1 the eye cannot say unto 
no need of thee:

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nor again the head to the feet, I have 
no need of you. 

22 Nay, much more those mem- 
bers of the body, which seem to be 
more feeble, are necessary : 

23 And those members of the body; 
which we think to be less honorable, 
upon these we bestow more abun- 
dant honor; and our uncomely parts 
have more abundant comeliness. 

24 Fer our comely parts have no 
need: but God hath tempered the 
bedy together, having given more 
abundant honor to that part which 
lacked : 

25 That there should be no schism 
in the body; but that the members 
should have the same care one for 
another. 

26 And whether one member suf- 
fer, all the members suffer with it; 
or one member be honored, all the 
members rejoice with it. 

27 Now ye are the body of Christ, 
and members in particular. 

28 And God hath set some in the 
church, first apostles, secondarily 
prophets, thirdly teachers, after that 
miracles, then gifts of healings, 
helps, governments, diversities of 
tongues. 

29 Are all apostles? are all proph- 
ets! are all teachers? are all workers 
of miracles ? 

30 Have all the gifts of healing? 
do all speak with tongues? do all 
interpret ? 

31 But covet earnestly the best 
gifts: and yet show I unto you a

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Love most excellent and never faileth. 


HOUGH I speak with the tongues 

of men and of angels, and have 

not charity, lam become as sounding 
brass, or a tinkling cymbal. 

2 And though I have the gift of 
prophecy, and understand all myste- 
ries, and all knowledge; and though 
I have all faith, so that I could re- 
move mountains, and have not chari- _ 
ty, am nothing. 
’ 8 And though I bestow all my 
goods to feed the poor, and though I 
give my body to be burned, and have 
not charity, it a me nothing.

4 Charity suffereth long, and is 
kind; charity envieth not; charity 
vaunteth not itself, is not puffed up, 

5 Doth not behave itself unseem- 
ly, seeketh not her own, is not easily 
_ provoked, thinketh no evil ; 


6 Rejoiceth not in iniquity, but | 


rejoiceth in the truth ; 

7% Beareth all things, believeth all 
things, hopeth all things, endureth 
all things. ‘ 

8 Charity never faileth: but wheth- 
er there be prophecies, they shall fail; 
whether ¢here be tongues, they shall 
cease ; whether there be knowledge, 
it shall vanish away. 

9 For we know in part, and we 
prophesy in part. 

10 But when that which is perfect 
is come, then that which is in part 
shall be done away. 

11 When I was a child, I spake as 
a child, I understood as a child, I 
thought as a child: but when I be- 
came a man, | put away childish 
things. 

12 For now we see through a glass, 
darkly ; but then face to face: now I 
know in part; but then shall I know 
even asalso [am known. 

13 And now abideth faith, hope, 
charity, these three ; but the greatest 
of these zs charity. 


CHAP. XIV. 
Prophecy preferred to the gift of tongues. 


Hees after charity, and desire 
spiritual gifts, but rather that 
ye may prophesy. 

2 For he that speaketh in an wn- 
_known tongue, speaketh not unto men, 
but unto God: for no man under- 
standeth him; howbeit, in the spirit 
he speaketh mysteries. 

3 But he that prophesieth, speaketh 
unto men #o edification, and exhorta- 
tion, and comfort. 

4 He that speaketh in an unknown 
tongue edifieth himself; but he that 
prophesieth edifieth the church. 

5 I would that ye all spake with 
tongues, but rather that ye prophe- 
sied; for greater 7s he that prophesieth 
than he that speaketh with tongues, 
except he infact that the church 
may receive edifying. _ 

6 Now, brethren, if I come unto 
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you speaking with tongues, what shall . : 
I profit you, except I shall speak to you 
either by revelation, or by knowledge, 
or by prophesying, or by doctrine? _ 

7% And even things without hfe 
giving sound, whether pipe or harp, 
except they give a distinction in the 
sounds, how shall it be known what 


-is piped or harped ? 


8 For if the trumpet give an un- 
certain sound, who shall prepare 
himself to the battle ? 

9 So likewise ye, except ye utter 
by the tongue words easy to be un- 
derstood, how shall it be known 


/what is spoken? for ye shall speak 


into the air. 

10 There are, it may be, so many 
kinds of voiees in the world, and 
none of them 7s without signification- 

11 Therefore, if I know not the 
meaning of the voice, I shall be unto 
him that speaketh a barbarian, and 
he that speaketh shall be a barbarian 
unto me. 

12 Even so ye, forasmuch as ye 
are zealous of spiritual gifis, seek 
that ye may excel to the edifying of 
the church. 

13 Wherefore let him that speak- 
eth in an unknown tongue, pray that 
he may interpret. 

14 For if I pray in an unknown 
tongue, my spirit prayeth, but my 
understanding is unfruitful. 

15 What is it then? I will pray 
with the spirit, and I will pray with 
the understanding also: I will sing 
with the spirit, and I will sing with 
the understanding alse. 

16 Else, when thou shalt bless 
with the spirit, how shall he that- 
oceupieth the room of the unlearned 
say.Amen at thy giving of thanks, 
seeing he understandeth not what 
thou sayest ? 

17 For thou verily givest thanks 
well, but the other is not edified. 

18 I thank my God, I speak with 
tongues more than ye all: 

19 Yet in the church, I had rather 
speak five words with my understand- 
ing, that by my voice 1 might teach 
others also, than ten thousand words 
in an unknown tongue. | sa 

20 Brethren, be not chi 1 
understanding : howbeit, in 
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: be ye children, but in understand- 
ing be men. 

21 In the law it is written, With 
men of other tongues and other lips 
will I speak unto this people; and 
yet for ail that, will they not hear me, 
saith the Lord. 

22 Wherefore tongues are for a 
sign, not to them that believe, but to 
them that believe not: but prophesy- 
ing serveth not for them that believe 
not, but for them whieh believe. 

23 If therefore the whole church 
be come together into one place, and 
all speak with tongues, and there 
eome in those that are unlearned, or 
unbelievers, will they not say that 
ye are mad ? 

24 But if all prophesy, and there 
come in one that believeth not, or 
one unlearned, he is convinced of all, 
he is judged of all: 

25 And thus are the secrets of his 
heart made manifest; and so falling 
down on his face, he will worship 
God, and report that God is in you 
of a truth. 

26 How is it then, brethren? when 
ye come together, every one of you 
hath a psalm, hath a doctrine, hath 
a tongue, hath a revelation, hath 
an interpretation. Let all things be 
done unto edifying. 

27 If any man speak in an un- 
known tongue, let it be by two, or at 
the most by three, and thai by course; 
and let one interpret. 

28 But if there be no interpreter, 
let him keep silence in the church; 
and let him speak to himself, and to 
God. 

29 Let the prophets speak two or 
three, and let the others judge. 

30 If any thing be revealed to an- 
other that sitteth by, let the first hold 
his peace. s 

31 For ye may all prophesy one 
by one, that all may learn, and all 
may be comforted. 

32 And the spirits of the prophets 
are subject to the prophets. 

83 For God is not the author of 
confusion, but of peace, as in all 
churches of the saints. 

- 34 Let your women keep silence

are commanded to be under obedience, 
as also saith the law. 

35 And if they will learn any 
thing, let them ask their husbands at 
home ; for it is a shame for women 
to speak in the church.

37 If any man think himself to be 
a prophet, or spiritual, let him ac- 
knowledge that the things that I 
write unto you, are the command- 
ments of the Lord.

39 Wherefore, brethren, covet to 
prophesy, and forbid not to speak 
with tongues. 

40 Let all things be done decently 
and in order. 


CHAP. XV. 

The resurrection. 
N OREOVER, brethren, I declare 
unto you the gospel which | 
preached unto you, which also ye 
have received, and wherein ye stand; 

2 By which also ye are saved, if 
ye keep in memory what I preached 
unto you, unless ye have believed in 
vain. 

3 For I delivered unto you first of 
all, that which I also received, how 
that Christ died for our sins accord- 
ing to the scriptures ; 

4 And that he was buried, and 
that he rose again the third’ day, ac- 
cording to the scriptures ; 

5 And that he was seen of Cephas, 
then of the twelve: 

6 After that, he was seen of above - 
five hundred brethren at once; of 
whom the greater part remain un- 
to this present, but some are fallen 
asleep. ; 

7 After that, he was seen of James; 


‘then of all the apostles. 


8 And last of all he was seen of 
me also, as of one born out of due 
time. 

9 For I am the least of the apos- 


tles, that am not meet to be called _ 


an apostle, because I persecuted the 
church of God. ne 
10 But by the grace of God I am 
what I am: and his grace which was 
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_ der his feet.

bestowed upon me was not in vain; 
but I labored more abundantly than 
they all: yet not I, but the grace of 
God which was with me. 

11 Therefore, whether zt were I or 
they, so we preach, and so ye believ- 
ed.

21 For since by man came death, 
by man came also the resurrection of 
the dead. ~ 

22 For as in Adam all die, even so 
in Christ shall all be made alive. 

23 But every man in his own or- 
der: Christ the firstfruits ; afterward 
they that are Christ’s at his coming. 

24 Then cometh the end, when he 
shall have delivered up the kingdom 
to God, even the Father; when he 
shall have put down all rule and all 
authority and power. Let eB 

25 For he must reign, till he hath 
put all enemies under his feet. 

26 The last enemy that shall be 


: destroyed 7s death. 


27 For he hath put all things un- 
But when he saith, All 
things are put under him, it is mani- 
fest that he is excepted, which did 
put all things under him.

subdued unto him, then shall the Son 
also himself be subject unto him that 
put all things under him, that God 
may be all in all. 

29 Else what shall they do which

30 And why stand we in jeopardy 
every hour? 

31 I protest by your rejoicing which 
I have in Christ Jesus our Lord, I die 
daily. 

32 If after the manner of men | 
have fought with beasts at Ephesus, 
what advantageth it me, if the dead 
rise not? let us eat and drink; for to 
morrow we die. 

33 Be not deceived: Evil commu- 
nieations corrupt good manners. 

34 Awake to righteousness, and 
sin not; for some have not the know- 
ledge of God: I speak this to your 
shame. 

35 But some man will say, How 
are the dead raised up? and with 
what body do they come ? 

86 Thou fool, that which thou sow- 
est is not quickened, except it die: 

37 And that which thou sowest, 
thou sowest not that body that shall 
be, but bare grain, it may chance of 
wheat, or of some other grain: 

38 But God giveth it a body as it 
hath pleased him, and to every seed 
his own body. 

39 All flesh 2s not the same flesh: 
but there is one kind of flesh of men, 
another flesh of beasts, another of 
fishes, and another of birds. 

40 There are also celestial bodies, 
and bodies terrestrial: but the glory 
of the celestial zs one, and the glory 
of the terrestrial 7s another, 

41 There is one glory of the sun, 
and another glory of the moon, and 
another glory of the stars; for one star _ 
differeth from another star in glory. 

42 So also @s the resurrection of 
the dead.

45 And so it is written, The first 
man Adam was made a living soul ; 
the last” Adam was made a quicken- 
Ing spirit. 

46 Howbeit, that was not first 
which is spiritual, but that which is 
natural; and afterward that which 
is‘spiritual. 

47 The first man zs of the earth, 
earthy: the second man zs the Lord 
from heaven. ; 

48 As is the earthy, such are they 
also that are earthy: and as is the 
heavenly, such are they also that are 
heavenly. ay 

49 And as we have borne the im- 
age of the earthy, we shall also bear 
the image of the heavenly. 

50. Now this I say, brethren, that 
flesh and blood cannot inherit the 
kingdom of God; neither doth cor- 
ruption inherit incorruption. 

51 Behold, I show you a mystery ; 
We shall not all sleep; but we shall

7 But ifthe ministration of death, 
written and engraven in stones, was 
glorious, so that the children of Israel 
could not steadfastly behold the face 
of Moses for the glory of his coun- 
tenance ; which glory was to be done 
away: 

8 How shall not the ministration 
of the Spirit be rather glorious? 

9 For if the ministration of con- 
demnation be glory, much more doth 

sthe ministration of righteousness ex- 
~ eéed in glory. 

10 For even that which was made 

pS glorious had no-glory in this respect, 
by reason of the glory that excelleth. 

11 For if that which is done away 
was glorious, much more that which 
remaineth zs glorious. 

12 Seeing then that we have such 
hope, we use great plainness of 
speech: 

13 And not as Moses, which put 
a vail over his face, that the children 
of Israel could not steadfastly look 
to the end of that which is abolish- 
ed: 

14 But their minds were blinded: 
for until this day remaineth the same 
vail untaken away in the reading of 
the old testament ; which vail is done 
away in Christ. 

15 But even unto this day, when 
Moses is read, the vail is upon their 
heart. 

| -16 Nevertheless, when it shall turn 

‘ to the Lord, the vail shall be taken 
away. a 

17 Now the Lord is that Spirit: 
and where the Spirit of the Lord is, 
there is liberty. 

18 But we all, with open face be- 
holding as in a glass the glory of the 
Lord, are changed into the same 
image from glory to glory,.even as 
f. ‘by the Spirit of the Lord. 

CHAP. IV.

5 For we preach not ourselves, 
but Christ Jesus the Lord; and our- 
selves your servants for Jesus’ sake. 

6 For God, who commanded the 
light to shine out of darkness, hath 
shined in our hearts, to gzve the 
light “of the knowledge of the glory 
of God in the face of Jesus Christ. 

7 But we have this treasure in 
earthen vessels, that the excellency 
of the power may be of God, and not 
of us. 

8 We are troubled on every side, 
yet not distressed ; we are perplexed, 
but not in despair; 

9 Persecuted, but not forsaken ;: 
cast down, but not destroyed ; 

10 Always bearing about in the 
body the dying of the Lord Jesus, 
that the life also of Jesus might be 
made manifest in our body. 

11 For we which live are always 
delivered unto death for Jesus’ sake, 
that the life also of Jesus might be 
made manifest in our mortal flesh. 

12 So then death worketh in us, 
but life in you. ; ; 

13 We having the same spirit of 
faith, according as it is written, I be- 
lieved, and therefore have I spoken; 
we also believe, and therefore speak ; 

14 Knowing that he which raised 
up the Lord Jesus, shall raise up us 
also by Jesus, and shall present us 
with you. ; : 

15 For all things are for your 


|sakes, that the abundant grace 


might, through the thanksgiving of - 
many, redound to the glory of God. 
16 For which cause we faint not ; 
but though our outward man perish, 
yet the inward man is renewed day 
by day. j desi a 
17 For our light affliction, whiel 
but for a moment, worket 
far more exceeding and et:

18 While we look not at the things 
which are seen, but at the things 
which are not seen; for the things 
which are seen are temporal, but 
_ the things which are not seen are 
eternal. 


CHAP. V. 


Our hope of immortality. 


Ro we know that if our earthly 
house of this tabernacle were 
dissolved, we have a building of 
God, a house not made with hands, 
eternal in the heavens. 

2 For in this we groan, earnestly 
desiring to be clothed upon with our 
house which is from heaven: 

3 If so be that being clothed we 
shall not be found naked. 

4 For we that are in this taber- 
nacle do groan, being burdened: not 
for that we would be unclothed, but 
clothed upon, that mortality might 
be swallowed up of life. 

5 Now he that hath wrought us 
for the selfsame thing zs God, who 
also hath given unto us the earnest 
of the Spirit. 

6 Therefore we are always confi- 
dent, knowing that whilst we are at 
home in the body, we are absent from 
the Lord: 

7 (For we walk by faith, not by 
sight :) 

8 We are confident, I say, and 
- willing rather to be absent from the 
body, and to be present with the 
Lord. 

9 Wherefore we labor, that, wheth- 
er present or absent, we may be ac- 
cepted of him. . 

10 For we must all appear before 
the judgment seat of Christ; that 
every one may receive the things 
done in his body, according to that he 
hath done, whether zt be good or bad. 
11 Knowing therefore the terror 
of the Lord, we persuade men; but 
we are made manifest unto God ; and 
Itrust also are made manifest in your 
consciences. 

For we commend not ourselves 
nto you, but give you occa- 
lory on our behalf, that ye 
newhat to answer them 


13 For whether we be beside our- 
selves; zé 7s to God: or whether we be 
sober, 2é «s for your cause. 

14 For the love of Christ constrain- 
eth us; because we thus judge, that 
if one died for all, then were all— 
dead : 

15 And that he died for all, that 
they which live, should not hence- 
forth live unto themselves, but unto 
him which died for them, and rose 
again. 

16 Wherefore henceforth know we 
no man after the flesh: yea, though 
we have known Christ after. the 


flesh, yet now henceforth know we: |. 


him no more. 

17 Therefore, if any man be in 
Christ, he is a new creature: old 
things are passed away; behold, ali 
things are become new. 

18 And ali things are of Ged, who 
hath reconciled us to himself by Je- 
sus Christ, and hath given to us the 
ministry of reconciliation ; 

19 To wit, that God was in Christ, 
reconciling the world unto himself, 
not imputing their trespasses unto 
them; and hath committed unto us 
the word of reconciliation. 

20 Now then we are ambassadors ° 
for Christ, as though God did be- 
seech you by us: we pray you in 
Christ’s stead, be ye reconciled to 
God. 

21 For he hath made him to be 
sin for us, who knew no sin; that we 
might be made the righteousness of 
God in him. 

CHAP. VI. 
Paul’s faithfulness in the ministry. ; 
E then, as workers together 
with him, beseech you also 
that ye receive not the grace of 
God in vain: 

2 (For he saith, I have heard thee 
in a time accepted, and in the day of 
salvation have I succored thee: be- 
hold, now zs the accepted time; be- 
hold, now is the day of salvation :) 

3 Giving no offence in any thing, 
that the ministry be not blamed : me 

4 But in all things approving our- ~ 
selves as the ministers of God, in 


| much patience, in afflictions, in ne- 
| cessities, in distresses, 
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Believers to be separate. 

5 In stripes, in imprisonments, in 
tumults, in labors, in watchings, in 
fastings ; 

6 By pureness, by knowledge, by 
longsuffering, by kindness, by the 
Holy Ghost, by love unfeigned, 

7 By the word of truth, by the 


power of God, by the armor of right- 


eousness on the right hand and on 
the left, 

8 By honor and dishonor, by evil 
report and good report; as deceivers, 
and yet true ; 

9 Asunknown, and yet well known ; 
as dying, and behold, we live; as 
chastened, and not killed ; 

10 As sorrowful, yet always rejoic- 
ing; as poor, yet making many rich ; 
as having nothing, and yet possessing 
all things. 

11 O ye Corinthians, our mouth is 
open unto you, our heart is enlarged. 

12 Ye are not straitened in us, 
but ye are straitened in your own 
bowels. 

13 Now for a recompence in the 
same, (I speak as unto my children,) 


be ye also enlarged. 


14 Be ye not unequally yoked to- 
gether with unbelievers: for what 
fellowship hath righteousness with 
unrighteousness? and what commu- 
nion hath light with darkness ? 

15 And what concord hath Christ 
with Belial? or what part hath he 
that believeth with an infidel ? 

16 And what agreement hath the 
temple of God with idols? for ye 
are the temple of the living God; 
as God hath said, I will dwell in 
them, and walk in them; and I will 
be their God, and they shall be my 
people. 

17 Wherefore come out from a- 
mong them, and be ye separate, 
saith the Lord, and touch not the 
unclean thing; and I will receive 
you, 

18 And will be a Father unto you 
and ye shall be my sons and daugh- 
ters, saith the Lord Almighty. 


CHAP. VII. 


The effects of godly sorrow. 


[ i AVING therefore these promises, 

H dearly beloved, let us cleanse 

ourselves from all filthiness of the

fears. 

6 Nevertheless, God that comfort- 
eth those that are cast down, com- 
forted us by the coming of 'Fitus ; 

7 And not by his coming only, but 
by the consolation wherewith he was 
comforted in you, when he told us 
your earnest desire, your mourning, 
your fervent mind toward me; so 
that I rejoiced the more. 

8 For though I made you sorry 
with a letter, [do not repent, though - 
I did repent: for I perceive that the 
same epistle hath made you sorry, 
though zt were but for a season. 

9 Now I rejoice, not that ye were 
made sorry, but that ye sorrowed to 
repentance: for ye were made sorry 
after a godly manner, that ye might 
receive damage by us in nothing. 

10 For godly sorrow worketh re- 
pentance to salvation not to be re- 
pented of: but the sorrow of the 
world worketh death. _ es Gand 

11 For behold this selfsame thing, 
that ye sorrowed after a godly sort, 
what carefulness it wrought in you, 
yea, what clearing of yourselves, yea, 
what indignation, yea, what fear, yea, 
what vehement desire, yea, what zeal, 
yea, what revenge! In all things ye 
have approved yourselves to be clear 
in this matter. fe eee 

12 Wherefore, though I wrote unto 
you, I did % not for his cause that: 
had done the wrong, nor for his 
cause that suffered wrong, but that 
our care for you in the sight of G 
might appear unto you. * 

13 Therefore we we

2 For I know the forwardness of 
your mind, for which | boast of you 
to them of Macedonia, that Achaia 
was ready a year ago; and your zeal 
hath provoked very many. 

3 Yet have I sent the brethren, 
lest our boasting of you should be in 
vain in this behalf; that, as I said, 
ye may be ready : 

4 Lest haply if they of Macedonia 
come with me, and find you unpre- 
pared, we (that we say not, ye) 
should be ashamed in this same con- 
fident boasting. 

5 Therefore I thought it necessary 
to exhort the brethren, that they 
would go'before unto you, and make 
up beforehand your bounty, whereof 
ye had notice before, that the same 
might be ready, as a matter of boun- 
ty, and not as of covetousness. 

6 But this J say, He which soweth 
sparingly shall reap also sparingly ; 
and he which soweth bountifully 
shall reap also bountifully. 

7 Every man according as he pur- 
poseth in his heart, so let him give; 
not grudgingly, or of necessity: for 


God loveth a cheerful giver. : 


8 And God is able to make al 
grace abound toward you; that ye, 
always having all sufficiency in all 
things, may abound to every good 
work ; 

9 (As it is written, He hath dis- 
persed abroad; he hath given to the 
poor: his righteousness remaineth for 
ever. 

10 Now he that ministereth seed 
to the sower both minister bread for 


your food, and multiply your seed 


sown, and increase the fruits of your 
righteousness ;) 

11 Being enriched in every thing 
to all bountifulness, which causeth 
through us thanksgiving to God. 

12 For the administration of this 
service not only supplieth the want 
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Christian weapons not carnal:* 


of the saints, but is abundant also 
by many thanksgivings unto God ; 

13 While, by the experiment of 
this ministration, they glorify God for

14 And by their prayer for you, 
which long after you for the exceed- 
ing grace of God in you.

CHAP. X. 
Paul's authority for edification. ; 
Now I Paul myself beseech you 
by the meekness and gentleness 
of Christ, who in presence am base 
among you, but being absent am bold 
toward you: 

2 But I beseech you, that I may 
not be bold when J am present with. 
that confidence, wherewith I think to 
be bold against some, which think of 
us as if we walked according to the 
flesh. 

3 For though we walk in the flesh, 
we do not war after the flesh ; 

4 For the weapons of our warfare 
are not carnal, but mighty through 
God to the pulling down of strong. 
holds ; 

5 Casting down imaginations, and 
every high thing that exalteth itself 
against the knowledge of God, and 
bringing into captivity every thought 
to the obedience of Christ; 

6 And having in a readiness to re- 
venge all discbedience, when your 
obedience is fulfilled. 

7 Do ye look on things after the 
outward appearance? If any man 
trust to himself that he is Christ’s, let 
him of himself think this again, that, as 
he zs Christ’s, even so are we Christ’s.. . 

8 For though I should boast some- 
what more of our authority, which | 
the Lord hath given us for edifica- 
tion, and not for your destruction, I 
should not be ashamed: : 

9 That I may not seem as if | 
would terrify you by letters. ‘ 

10 For his letters, say they, 
weighty and powerful; but his 
ily presence 2s weak, and 
contemptible. ie 


Only to glory in the Lord. 


11 Let such a one think this, that, 
such as we are in word by letters 
when we are absent, such will we be 
also in deed when we are present. 

12 For we dare not make our- 
selves of the number, or compare 
ourselves with some that commend 
themselves: but they measuring 
themselves by themselves, and com- 
paring themselves among themselves, 
are not wise. 

13 But we will not boast of things 
without our measure, but according 
to the measure of the rule which 
God hath distributed to us, a measure 
to reach even unto you. 

14 For we stretch not ourselves 
beyond our measure, as though we 
reached not unto you: for we are 
come as far as to you also in preach- 
ing the gospel of Christ : 

15 Not boasting of things without 
our measure, that is, of other men’s 
labors; but having hope, when your 
faith is increased, that we shall be 
enlarged by you according to our rule 
abundantly, 

16 To preach the gospel in the re- 
gions beyond you, and not to boast 
in another man’s line of things made 
ready to our hand. 

17 But he that glorieth, let him 
glory in the Lord. . 
~ 18 For not he that commendeth 
himself is approved, but whom the 
Lord commendeth. 


CHAP. XI. 
Paul’s jealousy for the purity of gospel truth. 


\ OULD to God ye could bear 
with me a little in my folly: 
and indeed bear with me.

5 For] suppose I was not a whit 
behind the very chiefest apostles. 

6 But though J be rude in speech, 
yet not in knowledge; but we have 
been thoroughly made manifest a- 
mong you in all things. 

7, Have I committed an offence in 
abasing myself that ye might be ex- 
alted, because I have preached to 
you the gospel of God freely ? 

8 I robbed other churches, taking 
wages of them, to do you service. 

9 And when I was present with 
you, and wanted, I was chargeable 
to no man; for that which was lack- 
ing to me the brethren which came 
from Macedonia supplied: and in all 
things | have kept myself from being 
burdensome unto you, and so will I 
keep myself. 

10 As the truth of Christ is in me, 
no man shall stop me of this boasting 
in the regions of Achaia. 

11 Wherefore ? because I love you 
not? God knoweth. 

12 But what I do, that I will do, 
that I may cut off occasion from 
them which desire occasion; that 
wherein they glory, they may be 
found even as we. 

13 For such are false apostles, de- 
ceitful workers, transforming them- 
selves into the apostles of Christ. 

14 And no marvel; for Satan him-, 
self is transformed into an angel of 
light. 

15 Therefore it 7s no great thing 
if his ministers also be transformed — 
as the ministers of righteousness ; 
whose end shall be according to their 
works. 

16 I say again, Let no man think 
me a fool; if otherwise, yet as a fool 
receive me, that I may boast myself 
a little. . 

17 That which I speak, I speak 
not. after the Lord, but as it were 
foolishly, in this confidence of boast- 
ing.

23 Are they ministers of Christ ? 
(I speak as a fool) I am more; in la- 
bors more abundant, in stripes above 
measure, in prisons more frequent, in 
deaths oft. 

24 Of the Jews five times received 
| forty stripes save one. 

25 Thrice was I beaten with rods, 
once was I stoned, thrice I suffered 
shipwreck, a night and a day I have 
been in the deep ; 

26 In journeyings often, in perils 
of waters, in perils of robbers, 7n per- 
ils by mine own countrymen, i perils 
by the heathen, zn perils in the city, 
in perils in the wilderness, 72 perils 
in the sea, in perils among false 
brethren ; 

27 In weariness and painfulness, 
in watchings often, in hunger and 
thirst, in fastings often, in cold and 
nakedness: 

28 Besides those things that are 
without, that which cometh upon me 
daily, the care of all the churches. 


» 29 Who is weak, and I am not 


weak? who is offended, and I burn 
not ? , 

30 If I must needs glory, I will 
glory of the things which concern 
mine infirmities. 

31 The God and Father “of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, which is blessed 
for evermore, knoweth that I lie not. 

32 In Damascus the governor un- 
der Aretas the king kept the city of 
the Damascenes with a garrison, de- 
sirous to apprehend me:

5 Of such a one will I glory: yet 
of myself I will not glory, but in 
mine infirmities. 

6 For though I would desire to — 
glory, I shall not be a fool; for I will 
say the truth: but now I forbear, lest 
any man should think of me above 
that which he seeth me to be, or that 
he heareth of me. 

7 And lest I should be exalted 
above measure through the abun- 
dance of the revelations, there was 
given to me a thorn in the flesh, the 
messenger of Satan to buffet me, lest 
I should be exalted above measure. 

8 For this thing I besought the 


‘Lord thrice, that it. might depart 
from me. 


9 And he said unto me, My grace 
is sufficient for thee; for my strength 
is made perfect in weakness. Most 
gladly therefore will I rather glory 
in mine infirmities, that the power of 
Christ may rest upon me. 

10 Therefore I take pleasure in 
infirmities, in reproaches, in necessi- 
ties, in persecutions, in distresses for 
Christ’s sake: for when I am weak, 
then am I strong. 

11 I am become a fool in glory- 
ing; ye have compelled me: for } 
ought to have been commended of 
you; for in nothing am I behind the 
very chiefest apostles, though I be 
nothing. 

12 Truly the signs of an apostle 
were wrought among you in all pa-

2 And I went up by revelation, 
and eommunicated unto them that 
gospel which I preach among the 
gentiles, but privately to them which 
were of reputation, lest by any means 
I should run, or had ran, in vain. 

3 But neither. Titus, who was with 
me, being a Greek, was compelled to 
be circumcised : : 

4 And that because of false breth- 
ren unawares brought in, who came 
im privily to spy out our liberty which 
we have in Christ Jesus, that they 
might bring us into bondage : 

5 To whom we gave place by sub- 
jection, no, not for an hour; that the 
truth of the gospel might continue 
with you. 

6 But of those who seemed to be 
somewhat, whatsoever they were, it 
maketh no matter to me: God ac- 
cepteth no man’s person: for they 
who seemed to be somewhat in eon- 
ference added nothing to me; 

7 But contrariwise, when they saw 
that the gospel of the uncircumcision 


| was committed unto me, as the gospel 


of the circumcision was unto Peter ; 
8 (For he that wrought effectually 
in Peter to the apostleship of the-ci 
cumcision, the same was m: 
me toward the gentiles ;) 
9 And when James, ( 


Pauls expostuiation with Peter. 


John, who seemed to be pillars, per- 
ceived the grace that was given unto 
me, they gave to me and Barnabas 
the right hands of fellowship ; that 
we should go unto the heathen, and 
they unto the circumcision. 

10 Only they would that we should 
remember the poor; the same which 
i also was forward to do. 


11 But when Peter was come to. 


Antioch, I withsteed him to the faee, 
because he was to be blamed. 

12 For before that certain came 
from James, he did eat with the gen- 
tiles: but when they were come, he 
withdrew and separated himself, fear- 
ing thena which were of the circum- 
cision. 

13 And the ether Jews dissembled 
likewise with him; insomuch that 
Barnabas also was carried away 
with their dissimulation. 

14 But when I saw that they walk- 
ed not uprightly according to the 
truth of the gospel, I said unte Peter 
before them all, If thou, being a Jew, 
jivest after the manner of gentiles, 
and net as do the Jews, why com- 
pellest thou the gentiles to live as do 
the Jews ? 

15 We who are Jews by nature, 
and not sinners of the gentiles, 

16 Knowing that a man is not 
justified by the works of the law, 
bat by the faith of Jesus Christ, even 
sve have believed in Jesus Christ, 
that we might be justified by the

8 And the scripture, foreseeing that 
God would justify the heathen through 
faith, preached before the gospel un- 
to Abraham, saying, In thee shall all 
nations be blessed. 

9 So then they which be of faith 
are blessed with faithful Abraham. 

10 For as many as are of the works 
of the law are under the curse: for it 


is written, Cursed 7s every one that.

do them. 
11 But that no man is justified by 
the law in the sight of God, i ts 


evident; for, The just shall live by

29 Receive him therefore in the 
Lord with all gladness; and hold 
such in reputation : 

30. Because for the work ef Christ 
he was nigh unto death, not regard- 
ing his life, to supply your lack of 
service toward me. 


CHAP. I.

INALLY, my brethren, rejoice in 
the Lord.

7 But what things were gain to 
me, those I counted loss for Christ.

8 Yea doubtless, and I count all 
things but loss for the excellency of 
the knowledge of Christ Jesus my 
Lord: for whom I have suffered the 
loss of all things, and do count them 
but dung, that I may win Christ, 

9 And be found in him, not having 
mine own righteousness, which is of 
the law, but that which is through 
the faith of Christ, the righteousness 
which is of God by faith: 

10 That I may know him, and the 
power of his resurrection, and the 
fellowship of his sufferings, being 
made conformable unto his death; 

11 If by any means | might attain 
unto the resurrection of the dead. 

12 Not as though I had already at- 
tained, either were already pertect: 
hut I follow after, if that I may ap- 
prehend that for which also | am 
apprehended of Christ Jesus. 

13 Brethren, I count not myself to 
have apprehended: but thzs-one thing 
I do; forgetting those things which 
are behind, and reaching forth unto 
those things which are before, 

14 I press toward the mark for the 
prize of the high calling of God in 
Christ Jesus. 

15. Let us therefore, as many as be 


_ perfect, be thus minded: and if in 


any thing ye be otherwise minded, 
God shall reveal even this unto you.

CHAP. VII.

OW of the things which we have 

spoken, this is the sum: We have 
such a High Priest, who is set on the 
right hand of the throne of the Ma- 
jesty in the heavens ; 

2 A minister of the sanctuary, and 
of the true tabernacle, which the Lord 
pitched, and not man. 

3 For every high priest is ordained 
to offer gifts and sacrifices: where- 
fore i 2s of necessity that this man 
have somewhat also to’ offer. 

4 For ifhe were on earth, he should 
not be a priest, seeing that there are 
priests that offer gifts according to 
aS law : 

5 Who serve unto the example and 
shadllns of heavenly things, as Moses 
was admonished of God when he was 
for, 
See, saith he, that thou make all things 
according to the pattern showed to 
thee in the mount. 

6 But now hath he obtained a more 
excellent ministry, by how much also 
he is the mediator of a better cove- 
nant, which was established upon bet- 
ter promises. 

7 For if that first covenant had i 
faultless, then should no place have 
been sought for the second. 

8 For finding fault with them, he. 
saith, Behold, the days come, saith 
the Lord, when I will make a new 
covenant with the house of Israel and 
with the house of Judah: 

9 Not according to the covenant 
that I made with their fathers, in the 
day when I took them by the hand to 
lead them out of the land of Egypt; 
because they continued not in my 
covenant, and I regarded them not, 
saith the Lord. 

10 For this zs the covenant that I 
will make with the house of Israel 
after those days, saith the Lord; 4

and write them in their hearts: and 
I will be to them a God, and they 
shall be to me a people: 

11 And they shall not teach every 
man his neighbor, and every man 
his brother, saying, Know the Lord:

8 The Holy Ghost this sanifyng 
that the way into the holiest of all 
was not yet made manifest, while 
as the first tabernacle was yet stand- 
ing : 

9 Which was a figure for the time

perfect, as pertaining to the con. 
science ; 

10 Which stood only in meats anid 
drinks, and divers washings, and car- 
nal ordinances, imposed on them un 
til the time of reformation.

Priest of good things to come, by a 
greater and more perfect tabernacle, 
not made with hands, that is to say, 
not of this building ; 

12 Neither by the blood of goats 


and calves, but by his own blood he ~ 


entered in once into the holy place, 
having obtained eternal redemption 
or us. 

13 For if the blood of bulls and of 
goats, and the ashes of a heifer sprink- 
ling the unclean, sanctifieth to the 
purifying of the flesh ; 


14 How much more shall the blood _ 


of Christ, who through the eternal 
Spirit offered himself without spot 
to God, purge your conscience from 
dead works to serve the living God? 

15 And for this cause he is the 
mediator of the new testament, that 
by means of death, for the redemp- 
tion of the transgressions that were 
under the first testament, they which 
are called might receive the promise 
of eternal inheritance. 

16 For where a testament is, there 


must also of necessity be the death 


ae 


of the testator. 


17 For a testament és of force af- 
ter men are dead: otherwise it is 
of no strength at all while the tes- 
tator liveth. 

18 Whereupon neither the first ¢es- 
tament was dedicated without blood. 

19 For when Moses had spoken 
every precept to all the people accord- 
ing to the law, he took the blood of 


Galves and of goats, with water, and

24 For Christ is not entered into 

_the holy places made with hands, 
which are the figures of the true; but 
into heaven itself, now to appear in 
the presence of God for us: 

25 Nor yet that he should offer 
himself often, as the high priest en- 
tereth into the holy place every year 
with blood of others; 

26 For then must he often have 
suffered since the foundation of the 

world: but now once in the end of 
the world hath he appeared to put 

_ away sin by the sacrifice of him- 

~ self. 

- 27 And as it is appointed unto 

- men once to die, but after this the 
judgment : 

28 So Christ was once offered to 
bear the sins of many; and unto 
them that look for him shall he ap- 
pear the second time without sin 
unto salvation. , 


CHAP. X. _ 
The sacrifice of Christ’s body once offered for

11 And every priest standeth daily 
ministering and offering oftentimes 
the same sacrifices, which can never 
take away sins: 

12 But this man, after he had of- 
fered one sacrifice for sins, for ever 
sat down on the right hand of God; 

13 From henceforth expecting till 
his enemies be made his footstool. 

14 For by one offering he hath 
perfected for ever them that are 
sanctified. 

15 Whereof the Holy Ghost also 
is a witness to us: for after that he 
had said before, 

16 This zs the covenant that I will 
make with them after those days, 
saith the Lord, I will put my laws 
into their hearts, and in their minds 
will I write them ; 

17 And their sins and iniquities 
will I remember no more. 

18 Now where remission of these 
is, there is no-more offering for sin. 

19 Having therefore, brethren, bold- 
ness to enter into the holiest by the 
blood of Jesus, 


20 By anew and living way, which 


he hath consecrated for us, through 
the vail, that is to say, his flesh ; 

21 And having a High Priest over 
the house of God; 

22 Let us draw near with a true 
heart in full assurance of faith, hav- 
ing our hearts sprinkled from an evil 


conscience, and our bodies washed 


with pure water. ; 
23 Let us hold fast the profession 
of our faith without wavering; (for 


he is faithful that promised ;) 


_ 24 And let usconsider one another, 


to provoke unto love and to good 


works : 
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Cautions against apostacy. 


25 Not forsaking the assembling 
of ourselves together. as the manner 
of some is; but exhorting one another : 
and so much the more, as ye see the 
day approaching. 

26 For if we sin wilfully after that 
we have received the knowledge of 
the truth, there remaineth no more 
sacrifice for sins,

31 Ji is a fearful thing to fall into 


the hands of the living God. 

32 But call to remembrance the 
former days, in which, after ye were 
illuminated, ye endured a great fight 
of afflictions; 

33 Partly, whilst ye were made a 
gazingstock both by reproaches and 
afflictions ; and partly, whilst ye be- 
came companions of them that were 


so used. 


34 For ye had compassion of me 
in my bonds, and took joyfully: the 
spoiling of your goods, knowing in 
yourselves that ye have in heaven 
a better and an enduring substance. 

35 Cast not away therefore your

36 For ye have need of patience, 
that, after ye have done the will of 
God, ye might receive the promise.

OW faith is the substance of 
things hoped for, the evidence 
of things not seen. 

2 For by it the elders obtained a 
good report. 

3 Through faith we understand 
that the worlds were framed by the 
word of God, so that things which 
are seen were not made of things 
which do appear. 

4 By faith Abel offered unto God 
a more excellent sacrifice than Cain, 
by which he obtained witness that 
he was righteous, God testifying of 
his gifts: and by it he being dead yet 
speaketh. 

5 By faith Enoch was translated 
that he should not see death; and 
was not found, because God had 
translated him: for before his trans- 
lation he had this testimony, that he 
pleased God. 

6 But without faith-2 2s impossible 
to please him; for he that cometh to 
God must believe that he is, and that 
he is a rewarder of them that dili- 
gently seek him. __ a 

7 By faith Noah, being warned of 
God of things not seen as yet, moved 
with fear, prepared an ark to the . 
saving of his house; by the which > 
he condemned the world, and became 
heir of the righteousness which is by 
faith. 3 : 

8 By faith Abraham, when he was 


called to go out into a place which 


he should after receive for an inherit- 
ance, obeyed; and he went out, not 
knowing whither he went. 

9 By faith he sojourned in the land 
of promise, as 7n a strange country, 
dwelling in tabernacles with Isaac 
and Jacob, the heirs with him of the 
same promise : ae 

10 For he looked for a city which 
hath foundations, whose build rand 
maker 1s\GOd-sie tint vel: ‘we

when she was past age, because 
she judged him faithful who had 
promised. 

12 Therefore sprang there even 
of one, and him as good as dead, so 
many as the stars of the sky in mul- 
titude, and as the sand which is by 
the sea shore innumerable. 

13 These all died in faith, not 
having received the promises, but 
having seen them afar off, and were 
persuaded of them, and embraced 
them, and confessed that they were 
strangers and pilgrims on the earth. 

14 For they that say such things 
declare plainly that they seek a 
country. 

15 And truly, if they had been 
mindful of that country trom whence 
they came out, they might have had 
opportunity to have returned. 

16 But now they desire a better 

~ country, that is, a heavenly: where- 
fore God is not ashamed to be called 
their God; for he hath prepared for 
them a city. 

17 By faith Abraham, when he 
was tried, offered up Isaac: and he 
that had received the promises offer- 
ed up his only begotten son, 

18 Of whom it was said, That in 
Isaac shall thy seed be called; — 

19 Accounting that God was able 
to raise hum up, even from the dead ; 
trom whence also he received him in 

a figure. : 

es 20 By faith Isaac blessed Jacob

29 By faith they passed through 
the Red Sea as by dry land: which 
the Egyptians assaying to do were 
drowned. 

30 By faith the walls of Jericho 
fell down, after they were compassed 
about seven days. 

31 By faith the harlot Rahab per- 
ished not with them that believed 
not, when she had received the spies 
with peace. 

32 And what shall I say more? 
for the time would fail me to tell of 
Gideon, and of Barak, and of Sam- 
son, and of Jephthah; of David also, 
and Samuel, and of the prophets: 

33 Who through faith subdued 
kingdoms, wrought righteousness, ob- 
tained promises, stopped the mouths 
of lions, 

34 Quenched the violence of fire, 
escaped the edge of the sword, out of 
weakness were made strong, waxed 
valiant in fight, turried to flight the 
armies of the aliens. 

35 Women received their dead 
raised to life again: and others were 


tortured, not accepting deliverance ; 


that they might obtain a better resur- 
rection: 

36 And others had trial of cruel 
mockings and scourgings, yea, more- 
over of bonds and imprisonment: — 

37 They were stoned, they were 
sawn asunder, were tempted, were 
slain with the sword: they wander- 
ed about in sheepskins and goat- 
skins; being destitute, afflicted, tor- 
mented ; 

38 (Of whom the world was not 


worthy ;) they wandered in deserts, |

2 Looking unto Jesus the author 
and finisher of our faith ; who, for the 
joy that was set before him, endured 
the cross, despising the shame, and is 
set down at the right hand of the 
throne of God.

4 Ye have not yet resisted unto 
blood, striving against sin. 

5 And ye have forgotten the ex- 
hortation which speaketh unto you 
as unto children, My son, despise 
not thou the chastening of the Lord, 
nor faint when thou art rebuked of 
him ; 

6 For whom the Lord loveth he 
chasteneth, and scourgeth every son 
whom he receiveth. 

7 If ye endure chastening, God 


- dealeth with you as with sons; for 
what son is he whom the father 
— chasteneth not? ‘ 


8 But if ye be without chastise- 
ment, whereof all are partakers, then 
are ye bastards, and not sons. 

9 Furthermore, we have -had fa- 
thers of our flesh which corrected us, 
and we gave them reverence: shall we 
not much rather be in subjection unto 
the Father of spirits, and live ? 

10 For they verily for a few days 
chastened us after their own pleas- 
ure; but he for our profit, that we 
might be partakers of his holiness. 

11 Now no chastening for the 
present seemeth to be joyous, but 
grievous : nevertheless, afterward it 
yieldeth the peaceable fruit of right-

9 Let the brother of low degree 
rejoice in that he is exalted: 

10 But the rich, in that he is made 
low: because as the flower of the 
grass he shall pass away. 

11 For the sun is no sooner risen 
with a burning heat, but it withereth 


~ the grass, and the flower thereof fall- 


eth, and the grace of the fashion of 
it perisheth: so also shall the rich 
man fade away in his ways. 

12 Blessed zs the man that endur- 
eth temptation: for when he is tried, 
he shall receive the crown of life, 
which the Lord hath promised: to 
them that love him.

ND I saw in the right hand of

The length and the breadth 
and the height of it are equal. 

17 And he measured the wall 
thereof, a hundred and forty and 
four cubits, according to the meas- 
ure of a man, that is, of the angel. 

18 And the building of the wall of 
it was of jasper: and the city was 
pure gold, like unto clear glass. 

19 And the foundations of the wall 
of the city were garnished with all 
manner of precious stones. The first 
foundation was jasper; the second, 
sapphire; the third, a chalcedony ;

12 Marvellous things did he in the 
sight of their fathers, in the land of 
Egypt, 2 the field of Zoan.

15 He clave the rocks in the wil- 
derness, and gave them drink as out of 
the great depths.

35 And they remembered that God 
was their rock, and: the high God 
their redeemer. 

36 Nevertheless they did flatter lan 
with their mouth, and they lied unto 
him with their tongues.

48 He gave up their cattle also to 
the hail, and their flocks to hot thun- 
derbolts. 

49 He cast upon them the fierce- 
ness of his anger, wrath, and indigna- 
tion, and trouble, by sending evil an- 
gels among them. | + 

50 He made a way to his anger; he 
spared not their soul from death, but 
gave their life over to the pestilence ; 

51 And smote all the firstborn in 
Egypt; the chief of thew strength in 
the tabernacles of Ham : 

52 But made his own people to go 
forth like sheep, and guided them in 
the wilderness like a flock. P 

53 And he led them on safely, so, 
that they feared not: but theseaover- 
whelmed their enemies. q

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Judah, Zion, and David chosen. 


unto the sword; and was wroth with 
his inheritance. 

63 The fire consumed their young 
men; and their maidens were not 
given to marriage. 

64 Their priests fell by the sword ; 
and their widows made no lamenta- 
tion. 

65 Then the Lord awaked as one 
out of sleep, and like a mighty man 
that shouteth by reason of wine. 

66 And he smote his enemies in 
the hinder parts: he put them to a 
perpetual reproach. 

67 Moreover, he refused the tab- 
ernacle of Joseph, and chose not the 
tribe of Ephraim : 

68 But chose the tribe of Judah, 
the mount Zion which he loved. 

69. And he built his sanctuary like 
high palaces, like the earth which he 
hath established for ever.
